Virginia Beach City Council 
has approved the issuance of 
Industrial Development 
Revenue Bonds of $1 million to 
Ayers and Associates for a 
10,000 square-foot commercial 
office building at 4464 South 
Blvd. 

Principals in the company are 
George L. and Scott P. Ayers. 

Open Air cafes 
to be full service 

When open-air cafes line the 
boardwalk in Virginia Beach 
patrons can expect waiters and 
waitresses and full-table ser- 
vice. 

Skip Hendricks, president of 
the Virginia Beach Hotel and 
Motel Association, at a recent 
public hearing proposed the 
full-service. He also proposed a 
midnight closing which was not 
accepted by City Council on the 
basis that a little discretion 
should be left to the operators. 

Council, which has been 
mulling over open door cafes 
for years, has Anally authorized 
the city manager to award fran- 
chises for the operation of cafes 
on public property along the 
boardwalk and at stub streets 
ending at the beach. 

Regulations, which go along 
with the franchises were 
recommended by the Resort 
Area Advisory Committee 
(RAAC). 

The boardwalk cafes are 
required to have a canopy and a 
floor surface, and the stub 
street cafes will have park 
pavii^. 

The inclusion of full service is 
intended as a deterrent to a 
proliferation of fast food 
establishments. 

The overall size of the board- 
walk cafes is limited to 800 
gross square feet per restaurant. 
They have to be surrounded by 
a fence with an opening for en- 
try. 

An application for a fran- 
chise will cost $100 and the 
franchise fee will be $1 a square 
foot per year. The franchise will 
be issued only to the restaurant 
owner/operator who will 
operate the cafe in conjunction 
with his other establishment. 



SPSA station will 
not be located 
on Bendix Road 

The Bendix Road site, top- 
ranked site for a refuse transfer 
station serving the Southeastern 
Virginia Public Service 
Authority (SPSA), has been 
removed^" from the con- 
sideration. 

By a vote of 8-3, Virginia 
Beach City Council eliminated 
the property from the proposed 
sites. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said the removal of the site 
from consideration will open 
the way for a business project, 
contingent up on the station's 
not being located there, to go 
forward. ' 

The matter was discussed in 
an executive session before the 
Council decision. 

Dissenting from the action 
were Vice Mayor Reba Mc- 
Clanan, Councilwomen Bar- 
bara Henley and Meyera Ober- 
ndorf. 

Councilman H. Jack Jen- 
nings Jr. suggnted that the city 
consider disposing of the 
property to put it on the tax 
rolls. 

High priorities as sites also 
have bwn given to Independen- 
ce Blvd. at Keener Lane, Mount 
Trashmore and Greenwich 
Road. In all 19 sitn have be«i 
studied, most of them in the 
Kemps ville Borough. 



Philippine 
music blends 
traditions

Sharing the beauty of Philip- 
pine and American music with 
the world, is the dream of 
Virginia Beach resident Al Aser- 
cion. 

"1 was brought up in the 
Philippines and realize the beauty 
of the music," Asercion said. "I 
don't want it to fade away. 1 feel 
1 have just the right background 
to help perpetuate the music of 
the Philippines." 

To help turn his dream into a 
reality, three years ago this 49- 
year-old musician founded the 
Philippine-American Chamber 
Orchestra. To his knowledge, it is 
the only such group in the world. 

The goal of this orchestra, 
made up of professional 
musicians, is to propagate 
Philippine and American music. 

Asercion is quick to stress that 
the orchestra's music is for all 
people, not just Filipinos. Nor, 
he points out, are all the 
musicians Filipino. In fact, only 
about 30 percent of the musicians 
are Filipino. 

As conductor of the orchestra. 
Asercion arranges the pieces the 
group plays. He said he tries to 
use works of Filipino composers. 

"Our concerts are mainly for 
entertainment," he explained. 
"They are about 60 percent en- 
tertaining, 20 percent educational 
and 20 percent fun." 

An accomplished musician 
himself, Asercion is a retired 
Master Chief Musician with 17 
years service in the United States 
Navy. He has taught at the Ar- 
med Forces Music School and the 
Naval Academy. He was also 
conductor of the Naval Academy 
Band. He is a past conductor of 
the Virginia Beach Symphony 
Orchestra. 

"1 am very thankfiil to the 
military for allowing me to teach 
and get the «perience that I 
needed to aquire," he said.

Citizen's interest advocate 
added to school nominees

City Council's first public 
hearings on candidates for the 
School Board ended Monday af- 
ternoon with the nomination of a 
fifth person to fill one of the four 
seats on the board where terms 
expire on Jan. 1 for incumbent 
members. 

He is John Perry, a long-tiinc 
advocate of citizens' interests in 
the black community of Virginia 
Beach. 

Last week speakers supported 
as candidates Floyd Taylor of 
Pungo. Janice Barber of Red Mill 
Farms, in the Princess Anne 
Borough, and Rae LeSesne and 
Oscar Richardson of Kempsville. 

In addition, Helen P. Shrop- 
shire, president of the United 
Council of Citizens and Civic 
Leagues, a black organization, 
asked Council to appoint black 
citizens to the Board. She submit- 



ted four names to Council. 

The persons, whose names she 
would not release, reportedly are: 
David Green, in charge of labor 
relations for the Naval Air 
Station and chairman of special 
projects for the civic 
organization; Dr. Elaine Witty, 
in the Early Childhood Develop- 
ment Department at Norfolk 
State University; Dr. Ulysses 
Spivey, a professor of Education, 
Leadership and Services of Old 
*pominion University, and Dr. 
Roy Wood, who is currently 
chairman of the School Board. 

Dr. Wood is not considered 
eligible for re-election because he 
has served at least eight years. 

The only incumbent who has 
indicated she will resign is Susan 
Flanagan, who has the Pungo 
I Borough seat. 

Of the other incumbents, two 
are eligible to be re-elected - Bar- 
ton G. Campbell, in the Kem- 



psville Borough seat, and A. An- 
drew Ege, Jr. who has an at-large 
seat. Wood also has an at-large 
seat. 

The School Board has the same 
make-up as Council -- seven 
members representing the 
boroughs and four members at 
large. 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
asked Council members to bring 
back next week the names of their 
candidates for the offices and 
scheduled deliberations for the 
following week.

Unique opportunity to view nature

The Salt Marsh Boardwalk, set 
on Owl Creek, at the Marine 
Science Museum in Virginia Beach 
will offer residents a unique op- 
portunity to view nature first 
hand. 

It is the second habitat in the 
museum's Journey of Water 
through Virginia, which encom- 
passes one half of the museum. 
The journey follows the path of 
water through the state from the 
Coastal Plains Rivers, like the 
James and York Rivers, through 
the salt marshes, and Chesapeake 
Bay into the Deep Ocean. 

"It is somewhat differefff from 
the indoor habitat areas, because 
it is a 100 percent natural 
habitat," Dave Raible, develop- 
ment officer with the museum 
said. "Great care has been taken 
to make this area as unitrucive as 
possible." 

Raible stressed that even in the 
indoor habitat areas, where the 



natural environment has beer, 
simulated, care has been taken to 
keep them true to nature. In the 
Coast Plains River area, for 
example, skylighting will l?e used 
to provide natural light. 

Construction of the Salt Marsh 
Boardwalk began about one year 
before the rest of the museum, 
according to Raible. The purpose 
of this was to give the environ- 
ment time to resettle before the 
museum's opening in the spring 
of 1986. 

"Bill Almond of Shriver and 
Holland designed pentagon- 
shaped boardwalk," Raible said. 
"Here at the museum we like to 
credit God with the design of the 
salt marsh." 

The Salt Marsh Boardwalk has 
five viewing decks, each devoted 
to a different aspect of this en- 
vironment. These are an Orien- 
tation Deck and decks focusing 
on the intertidal zone, marsh 



vegetation, water fowl and marsh 
mammals. 

The museum is using a new 
graphics technique, which im- 



pregnates photographs in 
fiberglass, for the information 
located on the decks, according 
to C. Mac Rawls, director of the

museum. This will allow the use 
of good quality photographs, to 

explain and display the images of 
the habitat, without them fading 
out quickly. 

One of the features of the 
Orlientation Deck will be the 
Preditor/I*rey Maze. 

"There will be a ball represen- 
ting a fiddler crab," Raible said. 
"The player will face a series of 
decision points along the way. 
One point may show a croaker 
and mullen, if the player chooses 
to go toward the croaker the ball 
will drop out and the player must 
start again. Why? Because 
croakers eat fiddler crabs." 

The concept behind this, 
Raible explain^, is that when the 
people view the fiddler crab in his 
environment, after playing the 
game, they will have a greater 
understanding of the creature. 

The Intertidal zone is the area 
between the high and low tides. 

Sec SALT MARSH, 
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Facing the dangers 
^nof drurilTdriving 

Drunk driving is something residents in Virginia 
Beach need to think seriously about. Because con- 
suption of alcohol is a central part of most social 
functions, the issue of driving under the influence 
of alcohol is swept under the carpet all to often. 

We are inundated daily with messages saying 
"drinking is okay" while rarely are we reminded of 
the dangers of alcohol. 

Television shows and movies continually depict 
people gathering for a drink, many even show 
people getting drunk. Magazines and other media 
are filled with advertisements for alcoholic 
beverages. These ad project images of drinking is 
the sophisticated or macho thing to do. 

The messages received daily regarding alcohol 
rarely present the picture of the problems alcohol 
causes. 

Last year 359 people were killed and another 
15,125 were injured in alcohol-related crashes in 
this state alone. On weekend nights, one in 10 
drivers is legally presumed drunk, according to 
national roadside surveys. 

While commercials for alcohol treatment centers 
remind us, in a glossy style, of the problems of 
alcohoHsm, it is time for the dangers of drinking be 
looked at seriously. 

How often does the programing shown on 
television or the theme of a movie or the content of 
an advertisement depict the anguish of a family 
that must face the needless death of member, killed 
by a drunk driver. 

Where are the images of a pathetic, intoxicated 
driver weaving down the road or the horror- 
stricken face of a child just before he is trampled by 
a vehicle operated by a drunken driver. 

Through the efforts of groups like MADD 
(Mothers Against Drunk Drivers) laws are begin- 
ning to change, becoming a little stiffer. But the 
reality of these new laws and the messages reaching 
the public concerning the consumption of alcohol 
are in conflict. 

Statistics involving young people ring loud and 
clear that the social acceptability of drinking is 
being perpetuated more than dangers of drinking 
and driving are. 

Nationally, the life expectancy of all age groups 
has increased except those ages 16-24. Drinking and 
driving is a major factor. 

In Virginia last year nearly 50 percent of all 
drinking drivers involved in fatal crashes were un- 
der the age of 25. 

Governor Robb has proclaimed Dec. 15 through 
21 as Virginia Drunk and Drugged Driving 
Awareness Week. The focus statewide will be on 
what Virginians can do to prevent alcohol-related 
deaths and injuries. 

Here in Virginia Beach, we must take the time to 
discuss and consider the critical dangers of mixing 
drugs, including alcohol, and driving. 

The scarey reality is that one out of two 
Americans is victimized by a drinking driver in his 
or her lifetime, according to estimates of the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration. 

Keep this in mind the next time you or a friend 
starts to get behind the wheel of an automobile af- 
ter drinking.

Books are like keys to the universe, their pages 
unlocking, for the reader, the secrets of the ages. 
By reading a book, one can explore the events of 
times past or venture into the unknown realms of 
the future. 

Books can help the reader to understand complex 
principles of science, politics or philosophy.

It is a question of names 



Editor: 

The Board of Visitors of Mary 
Washington College will recom- 
mend to the Virginia General 
Assernbly that the college name 
be charig'ed to Washington- 
Monroe College in Virignia. This 
proposed change of name will be 
presented in January 1986. Until 
the name change is passlsd in both 
houses of the General Assembly, 
this is not a dead issue. 

The Administration and the 
Board of Visitors have led us to 
believe that the name change is

supported by the majority of the 
alumni, faculty, and students. 
Additionally, they have said that 
any opposition will be harmful to 
the future of the college. None of 
the facts so far presented support 
either of these arguments. 

The decision to change the 
name was based on biased sur- 
veys prefaced with a letter titled 
"Image and Excellence" which 
was slanted to make anyone who 
disagreed with the name change 
appear to want the college to shut 
its doors. This letter contended 
that to achieve the standards of 
academic excellence the college 
administration wants it must 
have full coeducation, implying 
that without it they will not at- 
tract the desired type of student. 

The letter went on to state that 
high school seniors and guidance 
departments do not even 
recognize the name Mary 
Washington College. If the name 
is not recognized perhaps it's 
because the admissions office has 
not done its job. 



It is almost as if the collge ad- 
ministration has spent the past few 
years preparing for a negative 
response to last spring's survey in 
order to force the name change 
which had been voted down in 
the past. 

Issues still remain that have not 
been addressed such as the 
current perceatage of male 
students both on and off campus, 
not just the 1980 residential per- 
centage; the extent of 
nonrecognition of the name 
Mary Washington College, when 
the Washington Post, the New 
York Times, and Changing 
Times have listed Mary 
Washington one of the best buys 
in education; and the specific 
results of all of the surveys given 
in early 1985. 



The name change has received 
a lot of attention in the 
Fredericksburg area, but is not 
well known throughout the state. 
The college has planned it that 
way. To have any hope of 
defeating the proposed name 
change in the 1986 session ot^he 
General Assembly we are askmg 
the citizens of Virginia Beach to 
contact their local delegates and 
state senators by January. We 
hope that the Virginia General 
Assembly has the foresight that 
the current Board of Visitors 
lacks.

Congress aiding freeloaders

I welcome those who write in 
to say that freeloaders are ruining 
military medical care. Not only 
do these spongers rip off the U.S. 
taxpayer, they also weaken the 
defense posture of the U.S. by 
diluting the quality of medical 
care available to active-duty 
members. Happily, what 
Congress has given freely (but 
irresponsibly) to freeloaders via 
marriages to retired military 
members. Congress can and 
should take away. The sooner the 
better. 

but there is another wrinkle to 
the reprehensible system that 
gives more in tax dollars to post- 
retirement wives than it does to 
women who actually served long 
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years as military wives (if divor- 
ced). It is this: if a woman is 
rewarded more for just going 
through a marriage ceremony 
with a military member than a 
wife who served sometimes three 
decades or more, that tells a 
military wife loud and clear that 
society, through its represen- 
tatives in Congress, does not 
value her service very much. That 
brings me to my next point. 

During all the long years of ef- 
fort by military ex-spouses to 
achieve legal security for all 
military wives, active-duty wives 
have, to their shame, largely 
remained silent with arms folded. 
1 wonder why they have not been 
outraged to see their roles as 
military wives so denigrated and 
little valued. Often they have seen 
their sister military wives 
dismissed through divorce in 
their old age with little more than 
the clothes on their backs. Why 
have they not protested with 
righteous indignation? Also, 
don't they know the bell tolls also 
for them? 

My last point is that since a 
military member has the means to 
make the U.S. taxpayer pick up 
part of the tab for his divorce 
(since he can bestow unearned tax 
money on his post-retirement 
bride), that obviously means that 
he is more likely to divorce than 
he would 'otherwise. What we 
need are laws that discourage, 
not encourage, military members 
to divorce. If Congress quits 
rewarding these middle-aged 
warriors who abandon their 
wives in their old age, usually for 
younger models, I predict there 
will be less divorce.

Visions of 
new beginnings, people and 
places mingle with the sorrow 
of endings and the fear of 
change in a bitter-sweet in- 
toxication."

Reference books

U.S. Secretary of Education 
William J. Bennett recently un- 
veiled a plan to provide education 
vouchers to parents to Chapter 
One students. 

Bennett, speaking at a 
Washington, D.C. news con- 
ference, said his Equity and 
Choice Act of 1985 (TEACH), 
would strengthen remedial 
education by giving parents of 
disadvantaged children a voucher 
worth $600 to use~at their own 
discretion— for compensatory 
education at either public or 
private schools. 

The actual legislative language 
in Bennett's proposal tells a dif- 
ferent story. Bennett's plan, if 
passed, would not require parents 
to use the voucher money to 
secure remedial help for their 
children. In fact, they would be 
free to use the money simply to 
pay private school tuitions. And 
private schools accepting the 
money would not be required to 
provide a trained or certified 
Chapter One teacher to provide 
remedial education services. 

"This latest voucher proposal 
is nothing more than a ruse to use 



public money to pay for private 
schools," says National 
Education Association President 
Mary Hatwood Futrell. "This 
proposal takes one of America's 
most successful education 
programs-Chapter One-and 
turns it into a political football." 
Education Secretary Bennett's 
contention that his voucher 
proposal would strengthen 
remedial education rings hollow 
to those who have closely 
analyzed the Reagan Ad- 
ministration's record on suppor- 
ting Chapter One. In its first year 
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in office, the Administration 
sliced the $3.8 billion for Chaptei 
One requested by the Carter Ad- 
ministration to $2.4 billion. 
Congress responded by ap- 
propriate $3 billion for Chapter 
1. 

The next year, Reagan Ad- 
ministration officials asked for 
even deeper Chapter One cuts, 
asking for only $1.9 billion. 
Congress once again ap- 
propriated $3 billion. 

What's really behind Secretary 
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"Raising p\iblic funds for 
private schools as^ain?" 

Bennett's new voucher plan? If it 
isn't a plan to improve remedial 
education, what is it? The answer 
to that question appears in a 1981 
book published by the Heritage 
Foundation, an ultraconservative 
think tank in Washington, D.C. 
That book. Mandate for Leader- 
ship, was a collection of policy 
prescriptions for the Reagan 
Administration. 

Mandate for Leadership urged 
the Reagan Administration to 
replace existing federal aid 
program for the disadvantaged 
with a voucher system. Why? To 
"make it impossible for anyone 
to accuse the Administration of 
'middleclass bias' in its advocacy 
of private school tuition tax 
credits." 

The Reagan Administration 
has now picked up on that 
recommendation. The voucher 
plan announced by Secretary 
Bennett is— first and foremost— 
an attempt to open the door to 
massive federal support of 
private education. The public 
oppdses tuition tax credits and 
will not be tricked by this latest 
voucher scheme. 



"As exciting as reading the 
telephone directory" is generally 
a good indication that a book is 
going to put you to sleep. Unfor- 
tunately, this impression of 
ultimate dullness is often exten- 
ded unfairly to all reference 
books. Just because a book isn't 
read straight through is no reason 
for it to be dull.

In this spirit, the Virginia 
Beach Public Libraries have a list 
of reference books recommended 
as Christmas gifts. College 
students are not the only ones 
who will appreciate them. I 
would not be without an atlas 
next to the television. If there are 
riots in Kuala Lunpur I want to 
know what country I'm seeing on 
the news. 

Dictionaries can be more ex- 
citing than you might expect. 
Aside from the shock of 
discovering you've been 
misspelling or misusing a word 
for years, there is always the 
possibility of encountering one of 
those words you just don't say 
out loud. Equally, the most or- 
dinary words can turn up with the 
most interesting meanings. There 
are those who would like to 
eliminate these surprises from 
our dictionaries, but I hope using 
an adult dictionary will always be 
a potential adventure. 

Collections of quotations are 



probably the most entertaining 
reference books. Two of my 
favorites are The Experts Speak 
edited by Christopher Cert and 
Victor Navasky and The Book of 
Laws by Harold Faber. 

You've heard of Murphy's 
Law, the Peter Principle and the 
3 Laws of Thermodynamics? 
Faber has collected hundreds of 
other insights that appear to be 
laws of nature or, at least, human 
nature. A stewardess observed, 
"If God had meant us to travel 
tourist class, He would have 
made us narrower." Sam Leven- 
son's remark that "insanity is 
hereditary; you get it from your 
children," has already become 
part of our folklore. An idea that 
moved from economics to 
ecology is "There's no such thing 
as a Free Lunch." 

If you are planning to watch 
Halley's Comet remember 
Spode's Law: "Whenever an 
astronomical event takes place, a 
natural phenomenon obscures 
the event." My favorite comes 
from Arthur C. Clark. "Any suf- 
ficiently advanced technology is 
indistinguishable from magic." 
Robert L. Marcus' opinion may 
be more relevant to this column. 
"The number of letters written to 
the editor is inversely propor- 
tional to the importance of the 
article." 

The Experts Speak is dedicated 
to Lord Kelvin "whose lifetime 



utterances are a continuing in- 
spiration." This scientist and 
President of Britain's Royal 
Society pooh-poohed flying 
machines and radio and affirmed 
"X-rays are a hoax." In the same 
spirit the chairman of the board 
of IBM in 1943 thought "There is 
a world market for about five 
computers." 

The Experts Speak ofily to 
reveal that anyone can be totally 
wrong. Not only are prophecies 
that never came true part of this 
book, but also photographs of 
such engineering marvels as the 
Tacoma Narrows Bridge as it 
collapsed in 1940. There are 
editor's rejection slips for famous 
classics, weather forecasts and 
some amazing typos. Some en- 
tries are downright strange. 



In 1960 Henry Luce suggested 
the world would end in seven 
years. Seven years later he died, 
so perhaps from his viewpoint he 
was right. 

If you have an example of 
some expert making a fool of him 
or her self, you can join 
Congressmen, authors, actors, 
and scientists in the Institute of 
Expertology by sending in your 
example with date and source. 
Even if you don't have anything 
to submit, the idea of a reference 
book devoted to mistakes is 
mighty comforting.— Carolyn 
Caywood. 



Conditions for migrant workers deplorable

Since 1970 John Jones has 
spent a good part of each year 
picking CTops in Virginia. For this 
labor Jones (not his real name) 
has received an average of about 
$1,000 each harvest, with much 
of his earnings pocketed by crew 
leaders. 

At 63, Jones would like to 
escape the hard physical labor of 
the migrant camps and return to 
Detroit. He would like to sec his 
mother, "if she is still alive." 

It's been 25 years since CBS 
first aired the television 
documentary, "Harvest of 
Shame," produced by CBS and 
narrated by Edward R. Murrow. 
The documentary detailed the 
squalid and oppressive conditions 
under which migrant far- 
mworkers, particularly those on 
the East Coast, lived and toiled. 

Though there have been 
sporadic efforts at improving the 
conditions under which migrant 
workers toil in the Old 



Dominion, the situation for far- 
mworkers in Virginia is still 
generally bleak. 

Each year 5,000 migrant 
workers harvest vegetables on the 
Eastern Shore. Another 3,000 
pick the apple crop. Two 
thousand more work in the 
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state's tobacco fields. 

A recent report by the Virginia 
Advisory Commission to the 
U.S. Commission of Civil Rights 
characterized the condition of 
migrants in Virginia as 
deplorable and among the worst 
in the country. 

In September 1983, the U.S. 
House or Representatives Labor 



Standards committee conducted 
hearings on farmworkers held in 
peonage and slavery, focusing on 
incidents in the southwestern 
region of the state (Smyth Coun- 
ty.) Unbelievably, cases of 
peonage and physical abuse, 
although isolated, still occur in 
the state's migrant camps. 

The Robb Administration 
recently proposed changes in 
several state regulations and 
policies relating to migrants. And 
in the past year there have been 
some dramatic improvements to 
existing farmworker housing on 
the Eastern Shore, which has the 
highest concentration of migrants 
in Virginia. However, many 
migrant camps continue to 
operate in serious violation of 
state health regulations, with no 
apparent effort made at enfor- 
cement by responsible agencies. 

Observers agree that aggressive 
enforcement of existing laws and 
regulations would go a long way 
to protecting the rights of 
migrants. 



Meanwhile, the federal Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) this year 
reaffirmed its decade-long op- 
position to regulations requiring 
that farmworkers be provided 
with drinking water, han- 
dwashing facilities and toilets 
where they work. The Federal 
government has concluded that 
such regulation should be left to 
the states. Most states, including 
Virginia, do not require any of 
these facilities to be provided to 
farmworkers. 

The migrant farmworkers who 
work in Virginia and other parts 
of the East Coast, remain outside 
the mainstream of the 
American economy today, much 
as they did in 1960. 

Although they frequently toil 
more than 40 hours in a week, 
they are exempted from the over- 
time provisions of federal and 
state wage laws. 

Perhaps 40 percent of the 
migrants employed this past 



Winterize to avoid damage to plumbing 



. Have you ever wondered what 
it would be like to have your 
house flooded or see water 
flowing from a light fixture? Last 
winter, many residences were 
damanged by water from burst or 
ruptured pipes. 

Virginia Beach Department of 
Public Utilities reminds residents 
to follow these maintenance tips 
to prevent winter damage. 

Insulate Pipes - Water pipes, 
particularly those installed next 
to an outside wall, are often sub- 
jected to below freezing tem- 
peratures. An example of this 
may be washing machine located 
in the garage. Any exposed pipes 
should be wrapped or insulated. 

There are various types of 
heating and insulating devices 
which are specially designed to 
help prevent pipe freeze ups. 
Items around the house such as 
old rags, socks, or newspapers 
may also be used to "insulate" 
the pipes. 

Don't forget the outside 
faucets! Be^sure to wrap the 
faucets and ^ace a container or 
plastic bag over them to prevent 
the wrapping from being exposed 
to dampness. 

Cabinet Areas - Frozen pipes 
may be found in areas such as the 
kitchen or bathroom sinks where 
the pipes arc located under a 
cabinet. Even though the lines 
have been wrapped during severe 
cold spells leave the cabinet door 
open to allow room heat to reach 
the pipes. Also, placing a lamp 
under the cabinet will provide 
some additional heat. 

Dripping tkc Fancets - During 
periods of extremely cold 
weather, it may be helpful to let 
faucets drip slowly. This is much 



cheaper than experiencing a 
Hood-drenched home. 

Covering Air Vents - With 
houses built on a crawl space, 
chances are there are exposed 
pipes under the house. To help 
prevent excessive cold air from 
entering the crawl space and 
possibly freezing the pipes, be 
sure to close or cover the air vents 
located in the foundation walls. 

Thawing Pipes - Even the most 
cautious homeowner may ex- 
perience a frozen pipe sooner or 
later. If this happens, don't 
panic. A freeze up at an exposed 
pipe or under a sink generally can 
be eliminated by applying heat 
with a hair dryer, heat lamp, or 
even a light bulb. 

Some homeowners have been 
known to use a flame or gas torch 
when thawing pipes. Although 
this may seem to be a reasonable 
approach, it is also one of the 
most 'dangerous. Attempting to 
thaw a line too rapidly with ex- 
treme heat could result in an ex- 
plosion and injury. 

If pipes arc frozen, leave the 
tap open. As the line thaws, the 
pressure in the line will be 
released at the tap. 

Private Cut-off Valve - Is there 
a private cut-off valve in or near 
the house? If so, know where it is 
locat«l and how to shut it off in 
case of an emergency. 

Locate Water Meter - Take 
time to locate and observe the 
water meter? Most residential 
water meters are located in front 
of the house near the curb. 

Let's assume you were to ex- 
perience a broken pipe between 
the water meter and your private 
cut-off valve, or that a leak has 
occurred and you do not have a 



private cut-off valve. In either 
case, the water supply needs tur- 
ned off at the water meter. This 
can be done by telephoning the 
Water Department at 427-4631 
between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, or 427, 
4761 after working hours and one 
weekends and holidays. A 
representative will be dispatched 
to turn the meter off. 

On occasion, during severe in- 
clement weather, the Water 
Department has been unable to 
immediately respond to emergen- 
cy turn-off requests. When this

occurs, the homeowner is advised 
on how to turn off the meter. 

Should the occasion arise 
where you had to turn off the 
meter, a pair of pliers or an ad- 
justable wrench is generally all 
that is necessary. Turning the 
curbstop located on the city's side 
of the meter will shut off the 
water. 

Whenever customers turn off 
the meter for emergency repairs, 
it is requested that they telephone 
the Water Department upon 
doing so. 



summer on the Eastern Shore 
earned less than the federal 
minimum wage, with crew bosses 
manipulating the number of 
hours worked. About half the 
time crew leaders simply stole 
social security deductions from 
the already meager wages paid 
to migrant workers. In addition, 
the farm workers paid inflated 
prices for housing, meals, 
cigarettes and alcohol. 

Many states (although not 
Virginia) exclude farmworkers 
from worker's compensation 
coverage, so that a farmworker 
injured on the job routinely finds 
him or herself without any in- 
come during the period of con- 
valescence from work -related ac- 
cidents. In Virginia, migrants 
cannot receive state medical 
assistance for the period during 
which they work in the Com- 
monwealth, since state 
regulations require a six month 
residency period prior to granting 
benefits. 

Migrants in Virginia continue 
to have abominable living and 
working conditions because they 
are no one's constituency. By the 
very nature of their work, they 
are itinerant and do not develop 
political ties to any one com- 
munity. Thus, any pressure for 
change must come from others 
who can serve as advocates for 
the politically-impotent migrant 
population. 

Nor are agricultural workers 
included under the national 
Labor Relations Act, the basic 
federal law protecting the right of 
employees to organize and collec- 
tively bargain. This means that 
any farmworker trying to 
organize his fellow workers may 



be fired or otherwise retaliated 
against by an employer without 
any right to legal redress. 

Not surprisingly, the only 
farmworker unions which have 
won labor contracts for their 
members arc in Arizona and 
California-the two states which 
have passed laws protecting the 
rights of farmworkers to 
organize. The results of union ac- 
tivity in those two states are 
readily apparent. 

In CaHfornia, average far- 
mworker wages are nearly twice 
what they are in other states and 
farmworkers have modest health 
insurance and pension benefits, 
programs unheard of in most 
other parts of the country. 

Thus, in the short term migran- 
ts need sustained and strong ex- 
pression of public support to en- 
sure the enforcement of existing 
laws which could provide far- 
mworkers with much of the 
protection they need. 

In the long run farmworkers in 
Virginia need the right to speak 
for themselves through collective 
bargaining, rather than having to 
rely on others to press their 
cause. We can start by adding 
one or more farmworkers to the 
state's commissions on migrant 
labor and agricultural pesticide. 

Virginia's "Harvest of 
Shame" will finally end only 
when concerned citizens insist 
that the farmworkers whose toil 
provides us with our fruits and 
vegetables are granted full 
equality with other workers.

mixing drinks: jiggers or one- 
ounce bottle spouts. 

•Serve mixed drinks or spiked 
punches with a noncarbonated 
base like fruit juice or tea.

Vehicles, "You may lose a friend 
that night, but you will have a 
better friend in the morning." 

The following are some stan- 
dard drinking driver intervention 
procedures, but don't just limit 
actions to these: 

•Drive a drunken guest home 
or ask another sober person to 
provide a ride. 

•Have the guest stay overnight. 
This small inconvenience may 
save someone's life. 

•For teenage guests, call their 
parents for a ride. 

•If a guest insists on driving, 
try to take away the car keys. If 
someone is too drunk to reason 
with, then it is imperative to take 
charge. 

•Use physical restraint if 
nwessary. It sounds drastic, but 
the guest must not b* allowed to 
drive. Encourage the use of the 
"Designated Driver Program." 
This requires having one person 
agree not to drink alcohol and 
drive others home safely. 

•Call a cab for them.

No one needs to be reminded 
of how much a college education 
costs today. Yet providing funds 
for a child's education is an im- 
portant fmancial objective for 
many people. 

The ideal way to meet this goal 
(other than grants and scholar- 
ships) is to determine the amount 
of money that will be required 
and then start a systematic in- 
vestment program. Usually, this 
can best be done by establishing a 
minor's trust or a custodial ac- 
count as early as possible and 
make annual gifts to the child's 
account. 

These gifts can be invested in 
high yield assets and the income 
earned will be taxable at the 
child's tax bracket instead of 
your own. Since college 
education expenses must be paid 
with after-tax dollars, this will 
mean that more dollars will be 
available to pay for the child's 
education 

First, decide how much money 
you want to provide for the child 
for annual college costs. Ob- 
viously an Ivy League school will 
cost substantially more than a 
state-supported community 
college. Once the amount is

determined, decide how much to 
set aside each year. 

Table A can help in determining 
how much to invest annually to 
fund four years of college 
education.

To illustrate, assume Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith want to send their 
daughter to a college which 
currently would cost ap- 
proximately $5,000 per year. 

Step Two. Determine how 
many years are left until the 
student starts college. Then find 
the row in Table A which 
corresponds to this number of 
years. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith's daughter 
is seven years old and will begin 
college in approximately 11 
years. They would use row 1 1 . 

Step Three. From the choices 
of 6 percent, 8 percent, 10 per- 
cent and 12 percent, estimate the 
average after-fax rate of return 
you feel can be earned in the 
child's account. Read across the 
row selected in Step Two and find 
the number under the column 
which matches the expected rate 
of return. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith plan to set 
up a custodial account and invest 
in high yield and growth assets. 
They feel these assets can 
reasonably be expected to earn 8 
percent after-tax. Looking across 
row 1 1 in Table A, they find the 
number .345 directly under the 
eight percent column. 

Step Four. Multiply the figure 
obtained from Table A in Step 
Three times the annual amount 
of college costs selected in Step 
One. The result will be the dollars 
you must invest each year 
through the child's last year of 
college to fund for the child's 
four years of college. 

In this example, Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith multiply .345 times $5,000 
and determine that they must 
contribute $1,725 annually to 
their daughter's custodial ac- 
count through her last year of 
college.

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Attorney objects to 
tone of council story

An attorney for a property 
owner who wanted the Bendix 
Road site removed from con- 
sideration as a refuse transfer 
station site has taken issue with a 
newspaper article headlined that 
Council was misled. 

The article appeared in Sun- 
day's Beacon following the 
elimination last week of Bendix 
Road site bounded by Bonney 
Road on the north and west, the 
Norfolk-Virginia Beach Toll 
Road on the south and Thalia 
Creek on the east. 

Robert Cromwell, attorney for 
Dredevco, owner of a 40-acre 
parcel adjoining the Bendix Road 
site which is owned by the city, 
expressed concern for his 
reputation brought into question 
by the article. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
last week requested the 
elimination of Bendix Road from 
consideration for the transfer 
station because a large health and 
fitness center project was con- 
tingent on whether the site 
remained one of Council's 
choices. A number of the sites 
selected by the city have 
generated opposition. He said 
that Council's action will open 
the way for the project to go for- 
ward. 

The Beacon article stated that 
the city would not be getting a 
large, revenue generating project 
but a $5 million 50,000 square- 
foot health spa including a gym, 
swimming pool, running track, 
exercise room, whirlpools and 
steam room on 7.5 acres of the 
parcel. 

Alliance Health Care Cor- 
poration, is a subsidiary of the 
corporation that includes Nor- 
folk Geneifal Hospital and Leigh 
Memorial Hospital. Emily S. 
Henning, spokeswoman for the 
hospital corporation, in outlining 
the immediate plans for the 7.5 
acres, was reported in the article 
as saying the plans are sketchy 
for the rest of the parcel, that 
there were various options and 
th^t a feasibility study was 
needed. 

Cromwell had described a 
$24.3 million project with an an- 
nual payroll of $42 million for 
2000 employees. It was to include 
professional offices and care 



facilities as well as a fitness cen- 
ter. 

Jones said that the headline 
saying that Council was misled 
picked up a different thrust of the 
story and that he did not think 
that he was misled. He said he did 
feel that he did not ask enough 
questions, he said that Alliance is 
apparently interested in 
something less than a wellness 
center and "probably don't know 
exactly what they want to do." 
He suggested that Council would 
be on more solid footing if they 
had Alliance come in and say 
what they want to do. 

Jones asked about an elaborate 
schematic that was shown to 
Council when Cromwell first op- 
posed selection of the site on 
behalf of his client who has an 
option to purchase the property 
for $4 million. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
said there was "no difference 
between this and other applicants 
that come here and say they're 
doing this. They said it's what 
they're thinking about." 

Cromwell said he agreed, and 
was disturbed by the headline. 

Cromwell pointed out that 
Alliance is the largest health care 
provider in Tidewater. 

Meyera Oberndorf, who voted 
against eliminating the site along 
with Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley and McClanan, said she 
did so because she considered it 
premature to rule out the site. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. was opposed to the site 
originally because it was in the 
Independence Boulevard 
corridor. 

Jones admitted that he had 
been influenced by the elaborate 
drawing. 

Cromwell said that the project 
hinges on the removal of Bendix 
Road as a transfer station site. 

Cromwell also corrected the 
newspaper article which stated 
that the proposed center was a 
$42 million complex when the $42 
million referred to the annual 
payroll. 

Harry Lester, real estate agent 
for Alliance, was also reported in 
the article as saying that Alliance 
plans to develop the 40 acres. 

The transfer station will be 
part of the Southeastern Public 
Service Authority's garbage 
disposal project for the region.

Council defeats motion

This area will show the plant and 
, animal requirements involved in 
the changing of the tides, which is 
what distinguishes a salt marsh, 
because the changing tide levels 
determine how the inhabitants 
live and feed, according to 
Rawls. 

In this region can be found the 
fiddler crab. It is also very impor- 
tant to the juvenile or "fry" fish, 
Rawls said. The importance lies 
in the stead food source for these 
young fish and also in the protec- 
tion the intertidal zone provides. 

Closely linked with the inter- 
tidal zone is the marsh 
vegetation. On this deck the ob- 
server can readily see bands of 
different types of vegetation in- 
dicating the tidal levels. 

For example, there is Spartina 
alternifior^ which is inundated 
with water a paH of each day, 
Rawls said. Moving up the bank 
can be found its first cousin Spar- 
tina patens, then salt meadow 
hay. Up even further comes the 
salt bush. 

"With Owl's Creek Marsh 
most of the story is not on our 
graphics but in looking down the 
marsh itself," Rawls said. "You 
are able to see and read the bands 
or marsh zones. At the south end 
of the marsh, south of the 
museum, you begin to see the 
emergence of some fresh water 
marsh plants." 

Wading birds, duck type birds 
and birds of prey may be obser- 
ved from the water fowl deck. 
Lucky observers may even sec an 
osprey, as a pair have been seen 
nesting across the creek from the 
Salt Marsh Boardwalk. Rawls 
said it is the only pair known of 
in Rudee Inlet. 

Several types of animals may 
be seen gracing the Salt Marsh. 
Muscrats and meadow voles 
(similar to a mouse) make their 
home in the salt marsh. Feral 
animals, domesticated animals 
that have been set free, such as 
horses, cows, hogs and goats are

Also, he said, the rest of 
the community of single-family 
homes is isolated from the lots by 
a marsh. Councilman H. Jack 
Jennings Jr. seconded the 
motion. 

The motion was defeated in a 
5-6 vote with Councilwomen 
Barbara Henley and Meyera 
Oberndorf, Councilmen Robert 
G. Jones and J. Henry McCoy 
Jr., and Louis R. Jones, and Vice 
Mayor D. Reba McClanan op- 
posing. 

A motion to deny was then 
passed by a 7-4 vote. The one 
vote difference was made by 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
who voted to deny the rezoning. 

Robert Cromwell, attorney for 
the applicant, said that while the 
A-4 zoning was requested to 
permit higher buildings, the 
project would include six 
buildings of 1 1 units each which 
would represent 16 units per acre 
instead of the 36 units permitted

He later returned to teaeh 
at Princess Anne High SchooT, 
"If we're going to appoint a per- 
son on the School Board." he 
said, "Why don't we have 
someone who knows something 
about education? We need a per- 
son who is an educator, not a 
person who sells cookies." 

LeSesne, who formed the 
Citizens Action Coalition now 
headed by Walt Vargo, attends 
Council meetings consistently 
and also attends School Board 
meetings. Bankston said that a 
lot of people are disappointed in 
the tremendous increases in the 
pay of the superintendent of 
schools. Dr. E. E. Brickell, and 
that a change is needed in the 
School Board. He suggested Bar- 
ber and LeSesne for the jobs. 

Holt supported LeSesne for his 
stand on the "prudent use of 
money," his interest in good 
government, good schools and 
fiscal soundness. LeSesne and his 
wife Norma have two sons who 
are graduates of Perdue Univer- 
sity and Holt sees the appoin- 
tment of LeSesne to the School 
Board as an opportunity to create 
a link between the School Board 
and the people.

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Holiday traditions maintain strong family ties 
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Holiday season traditions and 
rituals can strenthen family ties. 

Studies show that strong 
families have certain rituals or 
traditions which assist them in 
maintaining the family group, 
Paula W. Dail, Virginia Tech Ex- 
tension specialist in human 




development, said. 

Traditions and rituals present a 
picture of predictability and ex- 
pectation for the family mem- 
bers. 

Because there are distances 
between the members in many 
families today, if is impor^^t to 
consider ways to maintain t|ie 
traditions and rituals and pass 
them along to each succeeding 
generation. 

Here are some suggestions. 

Engage in storytelling. Both 
children and adults like to listen 



to stories. When older family 
members are encouraged, they 
are often willing participants in 
this activity. It allows the older 
members to reminisce, which is 
an important activity for older 
adults and passes along the im- 
portant traditions to the younger 
generation. And everyone has 
many pleasant memories of 
storytelling time. 

Keep written records. This ac- 
tivity can take many forms. If all 
family members are committed to 
maintaining the family history. 



then they can be reminded to 
keep all letters that members 
write to one another. In addition, 
if individuals are so inclined, 
keeping personal journals of 
family events can be very 
valuable as a record of family 
rituals and traditions. Oral 
records can be kept on tape. 

Keep pictures. These can be 
family photographs, but news 
photos of important events which 
affected the family personally 
also can be valuable. An event 
such as the end of a war in which 



many family members were a 
part, is important in that family's 
traditions. The pictures can be 
preserved in scrapbooks. Postal 
cards collected on family 
vacations and other souveniors 
can be useful mementoes. 

Keep utensils and other sym- 
bolic materials to be used at im- 
portant family times. These often 
have a religious connotation such 
as a baptismal outfit which all 
family members have worn or a 
particular knife used to cut the 
cake at family weddings. 



"Make new rituals of your 
own," Dail said. "Often young 
families establish certain 
traditions of their own to add to 
the existing ones. It is worthwhile 
to develop and maintain family 
rituals because it gives all mem- 
bers and particularly the 
children, a sense of belonging, 
security and participation in 
something special and unique to 
their family. It is the memories of 
these rituals which live on long 
after^-the food is eaten and the 
decorations put away."

Schools get $4 million in aid 



Virginia Beach school districts 
will receive a substantial level of 
federal impact aid from the 
Department of Education for the 
current school year according to 
Congressman G. William 
Whitehurst (R-VA). 

Under the advanced payment 
program, Virginia Beach will 
receive $4,032,126 to compensate 
for lost revenue due to federal in- 
stallations that are tax exempt. 

"If the cities are expected to 
provide quality education to the 
dependents of military personnel, 
it is incumbent upon the gover- 
nment to provide assistance," the 
Congressman said. "Last year 
the Impact Aid Program 
provided over $20 million to 
Virginia School Disricts, and any 



reductions in that funding would 
have severe implications for the 
level of education provided to 
dependents."

followed by additional funds 
based on an established formula 
that weighs the number and 
category of students from 
military families enrolled in the

Approximately an acre parcel 
in the Old Beach area of the 
Virginia Beach Borough has 
been rezoned to a higher density 
which the city planning staff 
found unacceptable.

The vote was 6-2 in favor of 
the rezoning with Vice Mayor 
Reba McClanan and Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley 
dissenting. Councilmen John 
A. Baum, Robert G. Jones and 
Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf were absent. 

Grover Wright, attorney for 
the applicant said that anything 
would be an improvement and 
that he did not think people in 
the particular neighborhood 
would object. Adjacent proper- 
ty owners supported the 
rezoning. However, Mike 
LaGigUa, president of the Old 
Beach Civic League, said that 
the other residents opposed the 
rezoning. 

The applicant plans to build 
38 units in a three-story 
building serving approximately 
48 tenants, Wright said. 

The parcel was previously 
zoned A-3, but was not 
developed during the two years 
it had this zoning.

If the city issued bonds for the 
entire $117 million shortfall, it 
would end up paying $252 million 
to bond holders over the 20-year 
period at $12.6 million a year in 
principal and interest payments. 

The third alternative, 
developer contributions, could be 
done through dedication of 
major street rights-of-way by 
developers, construction of por- 
tions of the major street im- 
provements adjacent to each 
development or some com- 
bination of these two 
possibilities. 

The report states that 
numerous communities 
throughout the country achieve 
an extremely high level of such

Does the Star of Bethlehem 
have a scientific explanation ?

Is there a scientific ex- 
planation for the phenomenon 
of the Star of Bethlehem? 

Astronomers have presented 
several theories as to what it 
could have been from a scien- 
tific viewpoint, according to 
Herbert D. Teuscher, 
planetarium director for the 
Virginia B^ ich City Schools. 

One theory is that the Star of 
Bethlehem could have been a 
supernova. A supernova is a 
tremendous burst of energy 
from a star during which 
luminosity may increase to 
more than hundreds of 
thousands of times the normal, 
Teuscher said. This light may 
linger in the sky for a few days 
to several weeks. The star may 
be destroyed in the process. 

The drawback to thu theory, 
Teuscher explained, is that in 
tracing back through historical 
data there were no records of 
supernova at the time the Star 
of Bethlehem is believed to have 
appeared. Many cultures during 
that time, such as the Chinese, 



kepi very accurate astronomical 
records. 

A similar theory is that it 
could have been a meteor or a 
comet. These also linger in the 
sky sometimes for several 
weeks, he explained. 

There are two theories that 
consider the Star of Bethlehem 
to have been a conjuction. A 
conjuction occurs when two or 
more celestial bodies have the 
same celestial longitude. 

The first theory, which was 
originated by Johannes Kepler, 
is that it was a three-planet- 
conjuction involving Mars, 
Jupiter and Saturn. 

The theory, which most 
believe to be true today, is that 
the Star of Bethlehem was ac- 
tually a conjunction of Jupiter 
and Saturn, Teuscher said. 

"It is the common view that 
the Star of Bethlehem was in 
reality a triple conjuction of 
Jupiter and Saturn," Teuscher 
said. "This means that the con- 
juction of these two planets oc- 
curred three times during the 
year." 

By reviewing ^ast 



astronomical data a triple con- 
juction of Jupiter and Saturn is 
believed to have occurred in 7 
B.C. Allowing for changes in 
the modern calendar this is the 
approximate year Christ is 
believed to have been born, 
Teuscher said. These conjuc- 
tions are believed to have oc- 
curred in the spring, fall and in 
December of 7 B.C. 

From this it is theorized that 
the wisemen left for Bethlehem 
in roughly February of 6 B.C. 
Jupiter and Saturn are far 
enough away from the earth 
that on a short trip, like the 
wisemen's, they could be 
followed as stars are. 

This theory is based on data 
collected over the years and in- 
cludes information from 
astronomers like Kepler, Tycho 
Brahe and Coj^rnicus. 

'The calculations involved in 
this type of theory are precise," 
TeuMrher said. "It is the history 
that can be confusing. One 
never knows what people chose 
not to record. Some gover- 
nments hav^ even rewritten 
history to suit them." 
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Red Cross aid

They give additional assitan- 
ce to families for whom government programs are 
not available or are not sufficient. 

This has been a rough year for the American Red 
Cross. An unprecedented series of disasters since 
July 1 has depleted its disaster budget. This budget 
enables the organization to respond to the needs of 
victims of catastrophies. Already this year the Red 
Cross has committed nearly $40 million to help 
disaster victims. 

The Red Cross is dependent entirely upon public 
donations. It now faces its largest fund raising 
campaign ever to replenish funds drained by the 
unrelenting series of disasters. 

It is up to us in Virginia Beach to stand behind 
our local Red Cross Chapter, as they have suppor- 
ted us in the past. Let us not only help our chapter 
to reach its campaign goal, but to surpass it. 

Only with our help can this fine organization 
continue to serve our community, as well as the rest 
of the country. 

So, Virginia Beach, dig deep and give from thew 
heart.

Reduce driving deaths 

Compared to last year, we made it through the 
first of this season's holidays with few highway 
deaths. ^ 

Eight people were reported killed on Virginia's 
Highways during the recent Thanksgiving Holiday. 
This period extended from 6 p.m. on Wednesday, 
Nov. 27 through Sunday, Dec. 1 . 

This is a substantial improvement over last year, 
when 16 people lost their lives over the 
Thanksgiving Holiday. 

While this may be statistically encouraging, it 
does, not detract from the reality that these eight 
people died needlessly. Nor, does it decrease the 
sorrow and sense of loss felt by their families. 

It is distressing to know that six of these eight 
people died in alcohol-related crashes and that 
none of the eight were wearing safety restraints. 

Wouldn't it be wonderful if no one was killed in 
automobile accidents over the upcoming Christmas 
and New Year's holiday periods! This idea is not an 
unreachable goal. It does require, however, that 
each and every one of us commit ourselves to this 
goal. 

This means that each time you get into a motor 
vehicle the first thing you do is to fasten the safety 
belt. Yes, that belt hanging by the seat has a pur- 
pose-to protect you from the impact of a collision. 

Many motor vehicle related deaths could have 
been prevented if people took the time to fasten 
thfeir safety belts. 

Be a courteous, but defensive driver. Remember 
the only driver's actions you can predict are your 
own. 

Drinking and driving is another deterrent to 
reducing the highway death toll. During the holiday 
season, it is especially a problem. 

Despite popular belief, no one is a better or as 
good a driver after a couple of drinks. 

If you are attending a gathering where alcohol is 
being served make arrangements in advance for 
getting home. Choose one person, who is willing to 
abstain, to do the driving; carry enough money to 
cover cab fare or arrange for someone to pick you 
up. 

Hosting a party where alcohol will be consumed 
carries responsibilities. You should also plan on 
how you will handle a drunken guest, who wants to 
drive. Things can get ugly if you are forced to take 
someone's keys. 

But isn't this better than being notified later that 
one of your guests was killed or killed someone else 
on the way home?— CM.

In order to attttict ' ne*r in-" 
dustry, diversify our economic 
base and create more jobs, it is 
essential to provide a well- 
educated, well-trained work for- 



ce. That is why this initiative is so 
important, because it addresses 
one of the most serious 
educational problems — the large 
number of students who never 
finish school. 

In Southwest Virginia, 38 per- 
cent of our citizens ages 17 to 24 
drop out of school and 25 percent 
of our population over age 25 
never attended high school. The 
result is double digit unem- 
ployment and poverty. 

The truth is that over 1.5 

million Virginians can barely 

( read or write. They simply cannot 

perform productively as citizens, 

family members and workers. 

We all pay a heavy price for 
illiteracy in terms of lost job op- 
portunities, less tax revenues and 



more welfare expenditures. 

Something must be done to 
stop this expensive drain on the 
taxpayers and reverse the moun- 
ting toll of unfulfilled lives. 

Tackling the problems of 
illiteracy and school dropouts 
will require a total response from 
our communities. Our gover- 
nments, federal, state and local, 
must work together. Moreover, 
parents and teachers and all of 
our citizens must play an active 
part.

.nimals do not make good Christmas gifts 



A faopular holiday image is one 
of ^uppy or kitten popping out 
of a gift box with a bow around 
its Beck. The reality of such "gift 
peti" isn't as pretty as the pic- 
ture! according to the Humane 
Sociaty of the United States 
(HSUS). 

Wiyllis Wright, HSUS vice 
president for companion 
animals, points out that the 
holidays may be the very worst 
time to bring a new pet home. 

"It's a season filled with ex- 
citement, visitors, noise, general 
chaos," she said. "The animal, 
with all its special needs, may be 
an added burden instead of a 
welcome addition to the family. 
And in all the confusion, young 
children may treat a puppy or kit- 
ten as just another toy. If the 
family and pet get off to a bad 
start together, there's a greater 
chance they won't stay together 
long." 

Wright said many humane 
societies around the country ex- 
perience an influx of unwanted 
"gift pets" in the weeks and 
months following the holidays. 

Instead of giving an animal, 
Wright suggests giving a book 
about pets that will help a poten- 



tial pet owner make a decision 
about what kind of animal would 
best suit his or her lifestyle. Some 
humane societies offer gift cer- 
tificates that can be used to adopt 
a pet after the holidays. A symbol 
of a pet, such as a collar, leash or 
toy can be wrapped with a note 
announcing the later arrival of a 
pet. 

Wright noted that when the 
new pet is brought home, the best 
time of day to do it is morning, so 
the pet will have the daylight 
hours to explore its new surroun- 
dings. She also urges people to 
avoid putting a puppy or kitten in 
a closed box or wrapping ribbon 
around its neck. Animals can 
panic or even suffocate in the 
box, or chew and swallow th rib- 
bon. 



The HSUS has some other 
holiday safety tips to offer: Keep 
plants like holly, mistletoe and 
poinsettias out of reach, as they 
are toxic if eaten. If you can't 
keep pets out of the room where 
the tree and gifts are displayed, at 
least be sure the tree is securely 
anchored and that ornaments and 
tinsel are hung out of paw-reach. 
Remember that ribbon, string 
and electrical cords for tree lights 
can be hazardous for curious 
pets. 

Wright also caution«i against 
taking pets on shopping excur- 
sions. "There seems to be an ad- 
ded temptation to steal pets out 
of parked cars during this season. 
It may l>e a bad time to get a new 
pet, but it's an even worse time to 
lose one."

The educational well-being of 
our community's children is the 
over-riding concern and the over- 
riding objective of our efforts as 
teachers. 

These are also objectives that 
permeate the official programs of 
the United Education Profession 
from the Virginia Beach 
Education Association to the 
Virginia Education Association 
to the National Education 
Association. 

In recent years our classroom 
teachers have become important 
participants in what has become a 
problem of national proportions 
- America's Missing Children. 

The NaUonal Center for 
Missing aniT'Exploited Children 
estimates ^hat 1.5 million 
children are hissing from their 
homes each year. About one 
million are 'voluntarily' missing. 
Another 20,000 to 50,000 are 
victims of stranger abductions 
and are then used in various illicit 
markets. 

Teachers are more likely to 
become involved in the nearly 
500,000 cases of 'child snatching' 
by an estranged parent. In these 
cases, the victim will most likely 
be placed in a school somewhere. 

What is the NEA doing to 
help? 




Missing children - what 
teachers are doing to help 



In 1984 at their annual conven- 
tion, the NEA delegates adopted 
a resolution which called for the 
development of a "Locating 
Children Project." They called 
for the publication of missing 
children's pictures in association 
publications as well as the names 
and addresses of appropriate 
agencies for reporting missihg 
children. 

Delegates also voted to support 
national legislation to address the 
problem of missing children. 
These things have been and con- 



As a librarian, I know how dif^ 
ficult it is to match the ri^t book 
to the right person. I've often had 
the experience of recommending 
a favorite book to someone, only 
to have them return it with a 
polite "That was nice, what else 
is. good to read?" So I was skep- 
tical when two people of widely 
different reading habits told me 
that "In Country" by Bobbie 
Ann Mason was the best book 
they'd read this year. But it was 
short and I needed something to 
read over Thanksgiving so I 
checked a copy out of the library. 
I'm glad I did. "In Country" is a 
superb book. 

It is not, however, an easy 
book to read. The Vietnam War 
is the vocus of In Country, even 
though the year is 1984 and the 
place is a small town in Ken- 
tucky. 

The main characers are trap- 
ped by the war and its aftermath 
and their struggle to leave Viet- 
nam behind is the central theme 
of the book. 

The heroine is Sam, a 17-year- 
old girl who's father died in Viet- 
nam before she was born. She 
lives with her Uncle Emmett, a 
Vietnam Veteran who has never 
readjusted to civilian life. 

Sam and Emmett are obsessed 
with Vietnam, Sam because she 
doesn't know what the war was 
like and Emmett because he can't 
forget. 

Sam cannot get Vietnam out of 
her mind. She worries that Em- 
mett may have been affected by 
Agent Orange. 

She tries to understand what 
her father's life in Vietnam was 
like by reading books, watching 
dozens of reruns of MASH and 
talking to other Veterans about 
their experiences. But no one will 
tell her the truth. 

EmntJett drifts from job to 
school to job in an aimless day- 
to-day existence. He can't or 
won't talk about Sam's father or 
his own war-time experiences. 
I The summer of 1984 is the tur- 
ning point for Sam. She 
discovers several letters her 
father wrote to her mother from 
Vietnam. But they are letters 
which say little on the surface 
because her father was trying to 
protect his wife from the reality 
of his experiences. 

The Sam finds her father's 
journal, unread for 17 years, 
which describes his true feelings - 
the horror, the pain, and the 
anger that he experienced as a 
soldier. 
This is the catalyst Sam has 




tinue to be done. 

Our state association assists 
local affiliates in the development 
of programs and procedures to aid 
personnel in the identification 
process. 

In April of this year, the VEA 
made 'Missing Children' the 
focus article in that month's issue 
of its monthly "Journal." 

One of the key elements of that 
article is that "Non-custodial 
parents who abduct children 
rarely do so out of genuine con- 
cern for the well-being of the 
child... (but)... usually... (is)... 
motivated by vindictiveness..." 
This observation makes the role 



of the classroom teacher much 
more critical because the 
emotional repercussions of ab- 
duction are almost certain to 
come out in the classroom. 

The VEA has offered several 
tips on what teachers can look for 
as possible indicators that a 
missing child is present. Other 
tips were given as to what 
teachers can instruct children to 
do to protect themselves from 
abduction and a list of agencies 
where help can be obtained. 

Child Find action groups 
suggest that school systems for- 
mulate policies in four areas: 
•Notifying parents immediately 
when their children fail to show 
up for school; 

•incrdasing security at schools; 
•Setting clear rules for releasing 
children; and, 

•Insisting that every new child 
has appropriate transfer records 
and birth certificate. 

The VBEA and its affiliates are 
anxious and committed to do all 
we can to help curb this menacing 
epidemic and we urge parents and 
teachers alike to be aware that 
child abduction can strike any 
family and that appropriate 
precautions should be an on- 
going practice.

Winter's cold temperatures 
hazardous to elderly persons 



Winter cold can be particularly 
dangerous to elderly persons 
because they are more susceptible 
to weather related illnesses than 
any other age group. 

"Older persons who are ex- 
posed to severe cold can become 
hypothermic quickly. And some 
older individuals exposed to even 
mildly cool temperatures below 70 
degrees for an extended period of 
time may become hypothermic as 
well," said Janette Newhouse, 
Virginia Tech Extension 
specialist in adult development 
and aging. 

Certain health problems may 
increase risk of hypothermia. 
These include hypothyroidism, 
(under activity of the thyroid 
gland) arthritis, Parkinson's 
disease, stroke, diabetes, head in- 
juries, and alcoholism. Each of 
these may interfere with the 
production and retention of body 
heat. 

"Prevention works in avoiding 
accidental hypothermia," said 
Newhouse. Dress for warmth and 
comfort, whether planning to be 
outdoors or inside, awake or 
asleep. To trap the most heat and 
provide the greatest protection 
against the cold, wear several 
layers of loose, warm clothing 
rather than one heavy layer. 

Tight clothes should be 
avoided as they hinder body 
movement and circulation. Wool 
is a particularly good fabric to 
wear because it is a good in- 
sulator, even when wet. 

Research has shown that as 
much as 50 percent of body heat 
is lost through the head. Hats, 
caps and scarves should be worn 
outdoors and inside the house as 
well. A stocking cap will keep a 
person warmer through the night.

Exercise in keeping with the 
physical condition helps prevent 
hypothermia. Through physical 
activity, the body produces heat 
to keep warm. 

Food is the body's energy 
source. Newhouse said that older 
persons should plan meals 
around the four basic food 
groups to ensure their diet will 
supply optimum strength and 
energy. The food groups are milk 
and milk products; meat, 
poultry, fish and eggs; vegetables 
and fruits; breads and grains. 

Drink water, juices and muk to 
meet the body's needs, said 
Newhouse, and reduce the 
amount of sweets, salty snack 
food, soft drinks, and alcohol. 

Elderly persons who live by 
themselves should plan some 
collective meals and potluck 
meals so they can benefit from 
variety in food without having to 
prepare it themselves. And, by 
joining with others for meals on a 
regular basis, they can benefit 
from visiting others and having 
others be aware of their health 
and auitude. 

Keeping in daily contact with 
family, friends and neighbors, 
strengthens community ties and 
provides the assurance that 
someone will be by in case of ac- 
cident.

Water fee, impact 
rates are proposed 

The Tidewater Building 
Assoication has supported 
comments to the effect that it 
would be illegal to charge new 
homeownes a $2,400 fee to help 
pay for the Lake Gaston water 
pipeline. 

Instead of raising taxes to 
cover the $200 million project, 
the city has proposed impact 
fees and higher water rates to 
pay for the planned pipeline. 
Each year until the pipeline 
debt is paid, all city residents 
would have to pay five percent 
more in water rates. 

J. Dale Bimson, city attor- 
ney, has approved the plan and 
city council is mulling it over. 



Eight new portables 
ordered for schools 

To keep up with growing 
elementary school enrollment, 
city schools have ordered eight 
more portable classrooms. 

Deputy Superintendent E. 
Bruce McGuire said four of the 
portables are needed im- 
mediately upon arrival, which is 
scheduled for January. 

Providence and Fairfield 
Schools are in need of two por- 
tables each to prevent growing 
classes from surpassing the 
limits for accreditation. 

Both schools have exceeded 
their projected enrolhnents for 
this year. They have been 
greatly affected by rapid 
housing growth in the Kem- 
psville area. 



Great Neck rec 
center moving ahead 

After being on the books for 
11 years, the Great Neck 
Recreation Center project is 
moving forward. 

City Council approved $1 
million last week in charter 
bonds for the center. 

Preliminary design plans are 
now being drawn up. Construc- 
tion is scheduled to begin in 
June and continue for 18 mon- 
ths. 

It will be the second full ser- 



vice recreation center in the 
city. 1 he first is the Kempsvilie 
and a third at Bow Creek con- 
sists only of an outdoor pool 
and five meeting rooms. 

This year, the capital plan in- 
cludes funding for the entire 
recreation center. The plan also 
includes $1.6 million for a 70- 
acre park to house the 
recreation center. Last week 
$300,000 in charter bonds was 
approved for the park. 

Thg city plans to finance the 
entire project with charter bon- 
ds. 



New Seatack center 
plans now underway 

Plans for the Seatack Com- 
munity Center are underway. 

Last month, architects met 
with Virginia Beach Depar- 
tment of Parks and Recreation 
officials and Seatack Com- 
munity leaders to review 
preliminary designs. 

The proposed center will be 
between Jackson Street and 
Burford Avenue on South Bir- 
dneck Road, where the former 
center is now located. This cen- 
ter, no longer in use, will be 
demolished. 

Budget for the project is 
$300,000 and was apptopriated 
as part of the city's Capital Im- 
provement Program.

R. G. Moore Building Cor- 
poration has been awarded 
zoning changes to provide for a 
business district and goft course 
in connection with his Glenwood 
development. 

City Council Monday after-

Time running 
out for selective 
service registration 

Beginning Jan. 1, 1986 
Virginia Beach men who were-^ 
required in 1980 to register with 
Selective Service will be turning 
26. Selective Service does not 
have the authority to accept 
registrations of men after they 
turn 26, 

Men who failed to register wiH 
have permanently forfeited their 
right to certain Federal student 
aid and job training benefits as 
well as Federal employment. 

Men born in 1960 who have 
registered, will reach 26 in 1986 
and, under present law, will no 
longer be eligible for selection for 
induction. Over 15 million men, 
age 18 through 25, have 
registered with Selective Service 
since President CArter initiated 
registration in 1980. 

Many of the men who are 
nonregistrants may be unaware 
of the requirement or do not un- 
derstand the importance of the 
obligation to register. Some have 
served in the military but failed to 
register either before entering the 
Armed Forces or after leaving ac- 
tive duty. Others may have been 
incarcerated at the time of their 
1 8th birthday and not realized 
they were required to register if 
released from custody prior to 
age 26. 

Men age 18 to 25 who have not 
registered should register prom- 
ptly to avoid prosecution and/or 
loss of benefits. Registration 
takes only five nrnutes at any post 
office. Failure to register is a, 
felony, punishable by a fine of up 
to $250,000 and/or up to 5 years 
imprisonment.

"This won't stop shootings 
due to caflessness, biit it will help 
eliminate target, jws^rt'Si." said 
Pitts. "In order to identify 
wildlife in its natural habitat and 
to make a clean shot, it's critical 
that vision be as perfect as 
possible." 

Eye doctors can prescribe 
glasses to improve a hunter's 
aim. They can also detect color 
perception problems before a 
hunter mistakes his buddy's 
orange cap for the red head of a 
gobbler turkey. 

Hunters should beesjMdalljL^ 
wary_-at-dawn^antrai«k, when 
"weak light and shadows tend to 
play tricks on the eyes. "Whether 
vision defects exist or not, we 
stronelv recommend that hunters 



wear safety glasses or goggles," 
Pitts continued. "Guns can toss 
debris back out of the chamber 
when a shell is fired, or branches 
can snap across the face, fhiflters 
invest so much time, energy and 
money in hunting, that it would 
be a shame to walk out of the 
woods with an eye injury and a 
ruined trip". 

Another good safety practice is 
to wear a bright orange cap and 
vest. Hunters must remain aware 
of their surroundings, as well as 
their prey-lest they forget that 
other people cquld be in the 
woods, too.

laryngectomy 23 years ago, 
found out about R.S.V.P. 
through his work as a volunteer 
with the American Cancer 
Society. Soon his work for the 
two organizations became so 
close he couldn't separate them. 

Much of his time is spent put- 
ting on programs for school 
children about the hazards of 
smoking cigarettes. 

"1 tell 'em that's what got my 
voice," Hershberger explained in 
his clear but raspy voice. "Their 
most popular question is how 
they can get their parents, grand- 
parents or older brothers and 
sisters to quit smoking. 
Sometimes they do come up with 
the darnedest questions," he ad- 
ded with agrin. 

"People don't realize 
what losing your voice 
is until they wake up in 
intensive care with all 
that spaghetti of life- 
giving tubes around 
them. You want to say 
something but you are 
mute. " - Hershberger 

Hershberger also lectures 
student nurses at various local 
hospitals on the procedures for 
mouth-to-stoma resuscitation. 
For laryngectomees, he ex- 
plained, mouth-to-mouth doesn't 
work. 

Helping other laryngetomees 
adjust to the changes in their 
lifestyle is another of his projects. 
He and other members of the 
Tidewater Lost Cord Club, spon- 
sored by the American Cancer 
Society, visit pre- and post- 
operative laryngectomy patients 
upon the request of their doctors.

The club also works with 
patients on learning esophageal 
speech, he said.

developers and as a result 
generally have very advanced 
major street systems. 

The report lists highway 
projects in order of priority. 

The Green Line report does not 
reflect any development south of 
the Green Line before 1988 with 
the greatest growth scenario and 
not before 1991 with a slow-down 
in residential construction. 

Malcolm Druinmondl> >cpn- 
sultant, said that it would "cost 
the city $13,000 an acre when you 
move in one of these areas." 

Drummond said, however, 
that the report does not include 
estimates on revenues -- that is, 
how much of the cost would be 
covered by revenues associated 
with growth. He did say that 
residential construction does not 
pay for itself, that it is a loss. 



Commercial development on the 
the other hand provides revenues. 

City Planning Director Robert 
Scott said that while residential 
development may not pay for it- 
self, it makes it possible for 
commerical development which 
produced revenues. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings, 
Jr. asked Drummond ito produce 
statistics on revenues. • 

The consultant's figures show 

$5,400 per unit*. in reveaues 
leaving a shorfall of $7,600. 

The Green Line report recom- 
mends, when necessary, to move 
below the Green Line in stages up 
to the Pungo-Blackwater 
Borough lines.

Virginia Beach resident 
leading double life 



Virginia Beach resident, Jean- 
ne Willoz is leading a double life 
these days. 

Five days a week, she is a 
student at Longwood College, 
living in a residency hall, atten- 
ding classes, and looking forward 
to graduation and an April wed- 
ding. 

But on Monday and Friday of 
each week, she goes back in time 
and loses her modern-day self in 
the pages of old newspapers from 
the Civil War era. 

She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clifford P. Willoz, Jr., of 
Virginia Beach. 

Willoz is doing research that 
will help in the restoration of 
the interior of the White House 
of the Confederacy. 

And in the process, she is doing 
some personal research for her 
wedding, scheduled for April 5 at 
the Hillsman House during the 
Civil War reenactment of the 
Battle of Saylor's Creek. 

Willoz is searching through the 
Museum of the Confederacy's 
collection of newspapers that 
were published in both the North 
and the South from 1861 to 1865. 
Her goal is to spot references to 
or descriptions of the furniture, 
fabrics, wallcoverings, carpets, 
and other furnishings of the 
Richmond White House while it 
was the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis. 

"I'm looking for the details, 
the little things that will help 
make the restoration authentic," 
she said. "For instance, I'm 
trying to determine what kind of 
accessories and laces Mrs. Davis 
used in the house." 

She also is looking for descrip- 
tions of table settings, place cards, 
and decorations. In this task 
she was aided by the discovery of 
an 1860 etiquette book in Long- 
wood's Lancaster Library. 



The research project is 
Willoz's assignment for her 
senior anthropology internship. 
She is working with Patty 
Loughridge, curator of research 
for the Museum of the Con- 
federacy, and will receive six 
academic credits for her work. 

"It's an exciting time to be 
working with the Museum," she 
said. "A major fund-raising 
campaign is underway to finance 
the White House restoration. 
Work is progressing on the 
reproduction of fabrics, carpets, 
and wallcovenngs. The goal is to 
have the restoration and fur- 
nishing complete by February of 
1987." 

Willoz's double life extends in- 
to her leisure time, too. She and 
her fiance, Todd Egnor of 
Virginia Beach, are Civil War 
reenactors — members of 
Mahone's Brigade 41st, based in 
Tidewater. 

They have participated in the 
Richmond Encampment, Cedar 
Mountain, and Saylor's Creek 
reenactments. They also attend 
the annual Lee- Jackson Ball. 

The best part of the reenac- 
tment experience for Willoz is 
"sitting around the campfire at 
night, telling ghost stories and 
singing period songs." 

Willoz and Egnor's wedding 
will recreate the way it was done 
circa 1857. 

"I've researched everything," 
Willoz said, "the clothes, the 
ceremony, the flowers, the wed- 
ding cake." 

She and her mother are making 
her wedding dress. It's an 
evening-bridal costume, cream 
colored with layers of lace. It will 
be about eight feet wide. The 
large hoops she will wear under- 
neath the dress are eiK»sol in 
about 1 2 feet of muslin . 



study foresee a shortage in land 
available for development north 
of the Green Line at an annual 
requirement of 9,625 units a year 
for development through 1990. 

The report bases its projections 
on a trends model developed for 
the purpose which shows 
dwelling unit construction higher 
than the projections in the city's 
current comprehensive land use 
plan, especially through 1992 
when itstc^s«:;biUft,4QcliiWi0n- 
til 1 998 when it levels off to- just a 
little higher than the city's 
current projections. 

The plan also recommends a 
higher residential-commercial 
ratio for the Courthouse-San- 
dbridge area. The Comprehen- 
sive Plan indicates a high percen- 
tage of developed area for 
residential (83.1) and a very low 
ratio for commercial. The report 
suggests more commercial use in 
the study area, nine to ten percent 
of the total land use area rather 
than the Comprehensive Plan's 
five percent. 

The average annual municipal 
budget costs for the area south of 
the Green Line are estimated at 
$4,100 per developed acre and 
$2,600 per dwelling unit in- 
cluding interst and amortization 
of capital improvements. 

The consultants' trends model 
shows 36,000 dwelling units and a 
population of 108.000 south of 
the Green Line by the year 2010 
with a total of 65,000 in the 
Courthouse-Sandbridge area. In 
1983, by comparison, there were 
4,408 dwelling units with a 
population of 10,000 in the entire 
Courthouse-Sandbridge area. 
South of the Green Line, there 
were in 1983 1,079 dwelling units 
with a population of 2,650. 

The time and rate at which the 
Green Line should be moved 
would be dictated by the rate of 
growth in the city. 

Drummond said that in most 
cities industrial activity plays a 
major role in producing 
revenues. This is not the case in 
Virginia Beach, he said. 

The roads plan lists 22 major 
projects. 

Included is a four-lane, cast- 
west arterial for Old Donation 
Parkway to connect Independen- 
ce Boulevard (at Witchduck 
Road with Little N«;k Road (at 
King's Grant Road). The cost 
would be $19.5 million, including 
a bridge. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings, 
Jr. questioned building only part 
of the road when the original 
concept was to provide an east- 
west arterial to Atlantic Avenue. 

Longfield said that there was 
no need to develop the entire 
road and that the portion 
proposed would serve the people 
in the area and help relieve traffic 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard, In- 
dependence Boulevard and other 
heavily-traveled routes in the nor- 
th-western part of the city. 

Other major r«»minendations 
include: 



•Shore Drive, widening from 
four to eight lanes between the 
western limits and the new align- 
ment of Great Neck Road. 

•Northampton Boulevard, 
widening from four to six lanes 
between Diamond Springs Road 
and Independent Boulevard. 

•Northampton Boulevard, 

widening from four to six lanes 
between Diamond Springs Road 
and Independence Boulevard. 
,, •;^or^haipfl^t9Q3^i«Yfrd, ^ 
widening from four to six lanes. 

•Wesleyan Drive, the third 
major east-west facility in the 
northwestern portion of the city, 
widening to six lanes from Nor-

widening to eight lanes from 
Shore Drive to Jeanne Street. 

•Newtown Road, widening 
from four to eight lanes between 
the Toll Road/I-64 interchange 
and Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and from four to six lanes from 
Virginia Beach Boulevard to 
Diamond Springs Road to create 
a north-south arterial along the 
western side of the city. 

•Constitution Drive, 
widening between Columbus 
Drive and EdwinDrive and along 
the existing section between 
Columbus Drive and Jeanne 
Street. The existing section 
should be widened from two 
lanes to six, while the portion 
south of Bonney Road across the 
Toll Road is proposed as an 
eight-lane arterial. The northern 
portion between Bonnney Road 
and Columbus Drive would be 
widened to six in lanes. 

•Military Highway, from 
four to eight lanes between the 
southern city limits and the Toll 
Road. 

•1-64, widening from four to 
six lanes and south of the Toll 
Road to eight lanes. 

•Centerville Turnpike and 1-64 
Interchange. 

•Indian River Road, 
widening from four to eight lanes 
between the western city limits 
and Ferrell Parkway. 

•Southeast Freeway, a 
proposed primary loop in the 
southern portion of the ^udy 
area. 

•Princess Anne Road, 
widening to eight lanes. 

•Ferrell Parkway, with a 
western segment between Indian 
River Road and Princess Anne 
Road (six-lane cross section) and 
an eastern segment (eight lanes 
between Princess Anne Road and 
the proposed New Harpers Road.

City Council members ap- 
parently agree for the most part 
that the proposed water resource 
recovery fee is the "fairest of the 
unfair" solutions they have to 
finance the Lake Gaston projett. 

However, in deference to 
speakers at the meeting, who 
wanted more time to consider the 
proposal and possible alter- 
natives, council deferred action 
ontheissueuntil Jan. 6. « 

The recovery fee would be 
based on $95 per drainage fixture 
uniVfbr caCfr'tiew building unit, 
payable in advance of the con- 
struction. No building permit 
would be issued for any property 
until the fees have been paid. 

The average single-family 
house containing two baths and 
modern appliances would have 24 
drainage fixture units, making 
Jhe fee for the structure ap- 
proximately $2280. 

The new fee would provide 
over half of the cost of the $ 1 76. 1 
.million Lake Gaston project with 
the remainder coming from in- 
creased water rates. 

Richard Guy, attorney 
representing the Tidewater 
Builders Association, objected to 
the "last minute rush, heavy 
handedness" and the way, he 
said the proposal was "secretely 



mandated by the bond council." 

He suggested as other ways to 
raise the money a general tax in- 
crease which he said is long over- 
due in Virginia Beach, and a tax 
on all transferred property. 

The city takes pride in its low 
taxes, but is failing to meet the 
needs, such as roads, Guy said. 
Broadbased tax reform was 
needed, adding that the city can-" 
not appeal to the General Assem- 
bly for aid while at the same time 
it is bragging about its low taxes. 

Because of the high volume of 
transfers, a transfer tax fee would 
be lower p?r transfer than a 
recovery fee, Guy added.

Gregory L. Kramer, represen- 
ting the city's consultant, Arthur 
Young International, said that 
the firm had studied the 
possibility of the transfer fee, but 
never recommends such a fee.

Justice for all 

The rights of victims verses the rightis of 
criminals has been a controversial issue in Virginia 
Beach and throughout the country in recent years. 

Charges have been made that in attempting to 
protect the civil rights of the accused, the rights of 
the victim have suffered. 

The scenario of guilty individuals being set free 
on technicalities has become old hat to many. 

Some could construe the recent United States 
Supreme Court ruling restricting the permissible 
role of police informants as another loophole 
through which the guilty may slip. 

The court has ruled that incriminating statements 
made by a defendant to an informer cannot be used 
as evidence to support pending charges against the 
defendant. 

This is an expansion of a 1964 ruling in which the 
court barred the use of incriminating statements 
that were "deliberately elicited" from indicted 
defendants by informants acting at the direction of 
police. 

In a 5-4 decision, the court ruled that the 
"knowing exploitation" by police of an oppor- 
tunity to obtain such statements from a defendant 
without the presence of a lawyer violates the 
suspect's constitutional right to counsel. This ap- 
plies even when the defendant initiates contact with 
the informant. 

It held, in an opinion by Justice William J. Bren- 
nan Jr., that even if police had not deliberately "set 
up" a meeting between the two, statements to a 
police informant by an indicted defendant in the 
absence of his lawyer could not be used. 

Brennan wrote, "Knowing exploitation by the 
state of an opportunity to confront the accused 
without counsel being present is as much a breach 
6f the state's obligation not to circumvent the right 
to the assistance of counsel as is the intentional 
creation of such an ODDortunitv." 

Dissenters, lead by Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger, criticized the majority for needlessly 
barring "highly probative and reliable evidence." 
If properly implemented this decision should be 
viewed as a step forward in the protection of the 
rights of citizens, rather than an assault on the 
rights of the victim. 

Hopefully the result of this decision will be a fair 
and just representation of the rights of all 
Americans and will not lead to the exploitation of 
the judicial system by means of technicalities. 
-CM.

The Council of Better Business Bureaus warns 
the public to opwi their eyes as well as their hearts 
and pocketbooks^ when making charitable 
donations. 

Beware of appeals that bring tears to the eyes, 
but tell nothing about the charity or what it is doing 
about the problems it de|^ribes so well. Try to find 
out as much as possible about the organization's 
programs and finances before contributing. 

The council has four basic recommendations for 
people wanting to contribute to charity. 

•Make the contribution by ch^k, don't send 
cash. 

•Ask if the contribution is tax deductible. 

•Ask if the charity is licensed by state and local 
authorities. 

•Check out the organization with the local Better 
Business Bureau. 

For those charities to which regular and sub^an- 
tial gifts are made, request a copy of each 
organization's latest annual report, list of board 
members and latest 'financial statements. 

This information will present a clear picture of 
what kinds of programs the charity operates, how

Cross unsafe toys off list 



Before Santa comes to Virginia 
Beach this holiday season, the 
National Society to Prevent Blin- 
dness-Virginia Affiliate hopes hp 
will have crossed unsafe toys off 
the request lists that children 
from Virginia have sent him. 



Commentary 
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According to the Society, last 
year an estimated 5,035 children 
were treated in hospital emergen- 
cy rooms for toy-related eye in- 
juries. More than 80 percent of 
them under age 15. 

"Toy injuries can be preven- 
ted," says Frank J. Carlomagno, 
executive director of the NSP- 
BVA. "However, the gifts that 
Santa-and parents-leave under 



the tree this holiday should be 
carefully selected. " 

The Society recommends that 
before making purchases, buyers 
inspect the toy and consider if it 
is appropriate for the child and 
his or her maturity level. "Toys 
purchased for one child often 
find their way into the hands of 
younger, less adept children," 
Carlomagno says. "This can be 
especially hazardous." 

The Society also suggests that 
shoppers keep a lookout for these 
potential hazards: 

Check toys for any^harp, ex- 
posed edges, points, Hails, screws 
and pins. 

Avoid projectile items, such as 
guns that shoot darts or cork. 

Examine dolls, stuffed animals 
and other cuddly toys for rigid in- 



poke 



terior frames that can 
through outside coverings. 

Check for loose parts that can 
become unattached, exposing 
sharp metal or plastic. 

Avoid toys that shatter or are- 
easily breakable. 

The Society is especially con- 
cerned that parents and friends 
continue to purchase projectile 
^pofi-toys for children. These in- 
clude ,air and spring operated 
guns, slingshots, bows and 
arrows and darts. Last year, these 
items resulted in approximately 
3,6(X} people suffering eye in- 
juries that required hospital 
emergency room treatment. 

"This year, keep the holiday 
spirits happy by only giving safe 
gifts and toys," Carlomagno 
said.

Will space 
colonists 
enjoy cola?

The wonders of this high tech 
world in which we live never 
cease to amaze me. 

To think that' a generation 
ago the idea of men going to the 
moon was pure science fiction- 
now we are going to have a 
teacher in space. What a mar- 
velous realm of knowledge is 
opening for students and adults 
alike to explore. 

Christa McAuliffe, a teacher 
from New Hampshire, is 
scheduled to teach from space 
when the space shuttle reaches 
orbit after launch on Jan. 22. 

Students will be able to view 
broadcasts of various ex- 
periments conducted by 
McAuliffe in space. 

Practical applications of lof- 
ty scientific principles should 
have a great impact on student 
minds. 

I remember the lessons lear- 
ned from my freshman science 
class mainly because our 
teacher, a gangling man with 
bulging eyeballs, went to great 
lengths to implant the laws of 
science into our young fertile 
minds. 

He was forever carting us off 
to the woods to view somethinK 
first hand or filling up the 
classroom with smoke from one 
of his bizarre chemical muc- 
tures. When it came time to 
discuss the laws of gravity, 
Newton's apple was not 
enpugh. He used himself. There 
he went all arms and legs right 
out the classroom window. For- 
tunately the distance was short 
and he landed safely. 

While students watching the 
space broadcasts won't get to 
see- a^-ccaiy.. .Russian jumping 
&omvlt^..dassroom window, 
tfaey'wiU^'see'a demonstf ation of 
Newton's first, second and 
third laws in a microgravity en- 
vironment. 

The experiment will show 
that even though mass has no 
weight (in a microgravity en- 
vironment), it still takes some 
force to move it; the more force 
applied to a mass, the faster it 
accelerates and thus allows a 
space version of action-reac- 
tion. ' 

There vH'ill be a demon- 
stration on a possible procedure 
that will be used on the space 
station and in future space en- 
d^vors to provide nourishment 
and even oxygen in an enclosed 
environment in microgravity. 

Look out Buck Rogers here 
we come! 

Other experiments will look 
at the earth's magnetism, 
hydrophonics and bubbles. 
Yes, bubbles. This demon- 
stration is to help students un- 
derstand v^hy products may or 
may not effervesce in a 
microgravity environment. 
Why this could tell us whether 
colonists in space will be able to 
enjoy coke. 

The knowledge to be gained 
by this experience is wonderful. 
To think that students will be 
encouraged to look to a future 
where space colonization is not 
just the stuff of science ficton 
novelists. 

How far we have come from 
that "small step for man." 

For those less scientificallj^ ^ 
inclined students there is also 
much to be gained from the ex- 
perience. Students will view 
slides of McAuliffe's activities 
and scenes she observes from 
the orbiter. 

They will be encouraged to 
give their personal inter- 
pretations of this experience. 
They may express their inter- 
pretations through various art 
forms. Taking this one step fur- 
ther they will be asked to iden- 
tify appropriate locations for 
display, presentation or 
publication of their works. 

This entire experience of 
learning from a teacher in space 
has aptly been dubbed 'The 
Ultimate Field Trip." 

Just think, it wm't be too l(mg 
oeiore our children bring home 
permission slips for them to go 
on a field trip to the moon or to 
a space station.

Drugs-from alcohol to heroin 
to cigarettes-have one thing in 
common. They're all , powerful 
chemicals that are dangerous 
when abused. 

Virginia Beach teachers are 
concerned because, at the very 
least, alcohol and drugs interfere 
with a student's education. 
Studies may be interrupted, 
career plans may be destroyed, 
serious accidents may happen. 

Teachers are concerned, too, 
because the lack of strong self- 
respect that can lead to drug 
abuse can mar a student's other- 
wise bright future. 

While alcohol and drug abuse 
have been called "victimless 
crimes" that affect only the in- 
dividual, teachers know they can 
also have a detrimental effect on 
the entire school. Use of alcohol 
and drugs by students can in- 
crease discipline problems, 
disrupt classroom activities and 
lead to a decline of morale among 
students and teachers. 

Why do they do it? 

The reasons for abuse of 
alcohol and drugs, are complex. 
Peer pressure, combined with the 
natural tendency of adolescents 
to experiment, may lead many 
young people to sneak a beer or 
smoke a joint with friends. 

Many authorities say there are 
aspects of American society that 
support the use of alcohol and 
drugs: the pressures to achieve, 
the desire to find easy answers, 
the greater leisure time, the 
dependence on modern medicine 
to find a "magic cure" for every 
ailment. 

Drinking in particular, is 
widely accepted, even glamorized 
and children «ee examides of 
drinking behavior around them 
everywhere in magazines and on 
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Should a mother stay home 
with her young children?

No, because the family needs her 
income or she has |ob security 
and enjoys her work. 

But either way, what kind of 
good mother would leave her 
child"?

television. Marijuana, once 
viewed with fear and alarm by 
most parents, is losing its stigma, 
too. 

The most signiflcant factors 
leading to student drinking and 
drug use, say many authorities, 
are the same societal ones in- 
volved in other behavior 
problems. Communities and' 
schools are larger now, society is 
more mobile, children are 
flooded with a multitude of con- 
fusing new values, and parental 
time with children and guidance 
of them have declined. 

Confronted with the com- 
plexities of modern society, beset 
by peer pressure, and lacking 
clear values, some students find it 
easy to accept the temptations of 
alcohol and drugs. 
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Together we can stem 
the tide 

The Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools have recently adopted a 
new policy and program to deal 
with student substance abuse. 
Letters have been sent home to 
parents to explain the policy and 
students are being taught how the 
new program will operate. 

Teachers believe that, with 
parental help, they can stem the 
tide of alcohol and drug use 
among students. Scare tactics 
won't do the trick, but common 
sense and some old-fashioned 
discipline may. 

Kids are smart. They know 
when we're concerned about 
them, and they know when we 
don't appear to be. > 

Rebelling against parental 
authority is part of growing up. 



but kids actually want guidance 
from their parents and teachers in 
these confusing times. Many kids 
who say, "My folks don't care if 
I have a few beers or smoke a 
joint" are really thinking "My 
folks don't care what 1 do" or 
"My folks don't care about me." 
For many kids, that's just a short 
step away from losing respect for 
themselves. 

It is a lot harder to teach now 
than it used to be. And teachers 
are the first tp agree it's harder to 
be a partent, too. Parents and 
teachers can help each other. 

In school, students are taught 
to have a greater respect for their 
own integrity so they can more 
easily resist the temptations to lie, 
to steal, to cheat, to do just 
enough to get by. They are urged 
to have more respect for their 
own bides so they won't give in as 
easily to peer pressure to smoke, 
to drink, to try drugs, to ex- 
periment with sex. 

The best discipline is self- 
discipline. It begins with caring 
parent and teacher models. 
That's why we say "Discipline 
isn't punishment. Discipline is 
proof you care." 

Respecting yourself 
reduces the riks 

Parents can help childre resist 
the temptations of drugs and 
alcohol by giving them a feeling 
of self-confidence and self- 
respect, bolstered by the 
knowledge that they care enough 
to set limits. 

•Seek out information about 
drugs and alcohol to be a credible 
source of information for 
children. 

•Be alert for signs that a child 
is drinking or using drugs. 

•Make children aware of the 
consequences of behavior such as 
drinking, smoking, using drugs 
and experimenting with sex. 

•Set a good example by 
demonstrating responsible 
behavior about drinking and 
using prescription drugs. 

•Talk about values and beliefs 
so children will know how paren- 
tsttand. 

•Establish a clear set of limHi 
and rules that let children know 
what is expect from them.

fluences vs. those of other 
caregivers.

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Fires turn hoUdays into tragedy 



Each year Virginia Beach 
famiUes mark the holdiays as a 
time of tragedy instead of joy due 
to deadly fires. The real tragedy 
is that most of these fires can be 
prevented. The following 
checklist could help in having a 
happy and safe holiday season. 

Decorative Lights. Electrical 
fires occur throughout year, but 
during the holidays, they increase 
sharply. Don't overioad outlets 
and circuits. Most of us use the 
same Christmas lights year after 
year. Check them carefully each 
year and repair or replace those 
with worn or frayed cords. 

,Also, use care when placing 
these decorations, especially in 
windows where curtains can 
ignite easily. It's best not to leave 
decorative lights on all night. Buy 
a relatively inexpensive timer 
which will turn the lights on and 
off automatically. 

Candles. Candles should be 
carefully placed and never left 
unattended. Burning candles on a 
Christmas tree is very dangerous, 
even when someone stays in the 
room. Trees dry out quickly and 
can ignite before action can be 
taken. 



Ciulstmas Trees. A live tree 
should be bought as fresh as 
possible. Hold the tree upright 
and thump the base on the 
ground a few times; if the needles 
fall off, the tree has begun to dry. 
Before mounting the tree in a 
stand, cut an inch or two off the 
bottom so it will absorb water 
more easily. Always keep the 
base of the tree in water and 
check it daily. (Evaporation can 
be slowed by adding beer to the 
water.) Place the tree away from 
fireplaces, radiators, and other 
sources of heat to slow the drying 
process. 

Dispose of the tree soon after 
the holidays, before it drys out. 
Take it outside to a dump or 



designated trash pick-up area. 
Don't burn the tree indoors in a 
fireplace or furnace. 

If buying an artificial tree, be 
sure it is flame-resistant. 
Remember, these trees only resist 
fire; ultimately they will burn. 
Also, the fumes generated by a 
smoldering artificial tree can be 
iust as deadly as an actual fire. 
It's best to use the same care with 
an artificial tree as with a live 
one. 

Finally, if there is not a smoke 
detector in the house, get one. If 
there is one, make sure it works.

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Clients not protected 
from foreclosures 

Virginia Beach consumer 
protection advocates and attor- 
neys representing local 
borrowers from Landbank 
Equity Corp. say they are 
frustrated by the inaction of the 
state attorney general's office in 
protecting their clients from 
foreclosure. 

Landbank is now in bankrup- 
tcy. It is the target of a federal 
fraud investigation. The bank 
became one of the largest 
second-mortgage companies on 
the Easf Coast largely by 
making high-interest loans to 
poor-credit customers. 

Inaction by the attorney 
general's office makes it more 
difficult for borrowers to stop 
foreclosure proceedings, attor- 
neys and consumer protection 
officials said. 

On Nov. 15, the state attor- 
ney general's office, after 
criticism from a U.S. Bankrup- 
tcy court judge, promised to act 
within 14 days. No legal action 
has been taken so far. 

The only thing the state has 
done is intervene in the bank- 
ruptcy. 

Back Bay inhabitants 
not threatened by road 

Animals and waterfowl will 
not be threatened by a proposed 
paved road through Back Bay 
Naional Wildlife refuge, if 
Virginia turns about one- 
quarter of isolated False Cape 
State Park over the refuge 
management, according to a 
report released last week by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The report concluded that the 
harmful effects of the road on 
refuge species can be offset en- 
tirely by using part of the park 
as a refuge. 

This sets the stage for state 
and federal authorities to begin 
final negotiations on the project 
that has been controversial sin- 
ce it was proposed in 1 969. 

The six-month study leading 
to the report, focused on how 
the road would affect six 
species considered represen- 
tative of all those on the 4,500- 
acre refuge. 

The state is moving to carry 
out a plan approved by General 
Assembly last year It calls for a 
four-and-one-half mile road to 
be built west of the primary 



sand dunes in the Back Bay 
refuge. The road is for buses 
or trams to take no more than 
2,000 people a*day from San- 
dbridge to False Cape between 
May 15 and Sept. 15. 

Employee get more but 
smaller merit pay raises 

Changes, made by City 
Council last week, in the city's 
basic pay plan, will mean most 
city employees will get smaller, 
but more frequent merit pay 
raises. 

Under the new system em- 
ployees will be evaluated an- 
nually. For an "acceptable" 
rating they will receive a 2Vi 
percent raise. A 5 percent raise 
is obtainable with a "very 
good" rating. 

Employees who have reached 
the last step of the pay plan will 
be eligible for a lump sum in- 
centive award of $300 or $750, 
if they exceed performance 
standards for their positions. 

Thoroughgod intend to 
run for City Council 

Rev. Barnett Thoroughgood, 
pastor of New Jerusalem Chur- 
ch of God in Christ said he will 
be a candidate for City Council 
next May. He plans to run for 
one of the at-large seats. 

Thoroughgood, 35, is 
president of the Seatack Civic 
League and serves on the 
Citizens' A<ivisory Council on 
housing and redevelopment. He 
is also on the Virginia Beach 
Tomorrow task force. 

Beach voter registrar 
elected president of VRAV 

Marlene Hager, Virginia 
Beach's voter registrar for the 
last three years, has been elec- 
ted president of the Voter 
Registrars Association of 
Virginia. 

She will preside over the 120- 
member association for the next 
two years. 

Firemen putting safety 
tags on Christmas trees 

City firemen are visiting 
Christmas tree lots during their 
shifts to put safty tags on about 
15,000 evergreens. This is the 
most extensive Christmas safety 
program the Fire Department 
has ever undertaken. 

The front side of the red 
safety tags lists six ways to en- 



sure that a holiday tree is a safe 
tree. On the reverse side are a 
few quick suggestions for 
buying and handling lights, 
trimming and gifts. 

Passenger rail service 
deficit no surprise 

The income and ridership of 
a proposed passenger rail service 
between Virginia Beach and 
Norfolk will be high, according 
to a consultant study. It will 
still produce a $4.9 million an- 
nual deficit. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry 
McCoy said the predicted short- 
fall was no surprise. He is the 
chairman of the Tidewater 
Regional Transit Commission, 
which paid for the $275,000 
study through a government 
grant. 

The study, release last week, 
outlines suggestions for abosr- 
bing the shortage through fun- 
ding from federal, state, local 
and private sources. 

Transit system officials have 
proposed 14 stations along the 
17-mile rail route. Eight of the 
stops will be in Virginia Beach, 
seven in Norfolk and one at 
Newtown Road, the boundary 
between the cities. 

Civic leaders in favor 
of Task Force proposeds 

Members of the Virginia 
Beach Tomorrow task force 
said their 176 recommendations 
for a better city is more than a 
dream because people would be 
willing to pay for it. 

Civic leaders in the group 
said they and many Virginia 
Beach residents could be per- 
suaded to support higher real 
estate taxes and bond issue if 
the proposals are accepted by 
City Council.

forest, according to Paul Revell, 
an official with the Virginia 
Forestry Service. 

"The trees range from 70-to 
90-feet tall and many are ap- 
proximately over 70 to 80 years 
old," Revell said. "Some have 
diameters of over 20 inches. A 
wide variety of species are 
represented including Yellow 
(tulip) Poplar, Loblolly Pines, 
several types of Oak and 
American Holly in the under- 
story." 

.- Some residents feel that a 
narrower path would serve the 
needs of cyclists and help to save 
more trees, according to resident 
Dr. Donnelen Sogn, Ph.D. They 
8lso feel that the path could be 
made to wind more to accom- 
liiodate some of the older trees. 

"They should really consider 
the fate of the trees on an in- 
dividual basis," Sogn said. "It 
would be nice to see the beauty of 
Little Neck preserved." 

The path was designed eight- 
feet wide in keeping with stan- 
dard safety dimensions, Possage 
said. The width takes into con- 
sideration the space needed for 
two bikes traveling in opposite 
directions to pass safely. This 
distance allows for factors like 
the width of handlebars, she ex- 
plained. 

"It was our understanding that 
safety was a big concern with the 
path," Possage said. "Our office 
took this into consideration in the 
design." 



She maintained that the city 
tries to preserve as many trees as 
possible when designing projects. 
The path does meander as much 
as possible, she said. 

Possage said the contractor 
would be cooperating with the 
engineer's office as well as the 
city arborist to insure that the 
trees are protected as much as 
possible. She added that some 
<;hanges could be made in the 
field to accommodate exceptional 
trees. 

This is not how the residents 
feel. They maintain that the first 
phase leaves Little Neck looking 
stark and the fear the same will 
happen in phase two. 

Residents' groups have presen- 
ted several petitions to City 
Council, which they feel were 
ignored. They still want the city 
to consider possible alternatives 
before beginning the eight-foot 
wide path. 

One resident Peggy Holmes 
said she is frustrated that council 
is not listening to the residents. 

"I feel that all the alternatives 
weren't presented until it was too 
late for the reSdents to in- 
vestigate each," Holmes said. 

Holmes, along with other 
residents, stresses that if the bike 
path were narrowed and made to 
wind around some of the trees, 
that they could have both~the 
bike path and their trees. 

H. Jack Jennings, councilman 
in the Lynnhaven Borough, 
where this project is located, was 
unavailable for comment.

ftciency and outright tricks and 
games, the Prompt Payment law 
is being circumvented by many 
federal agencies. 

•U.S. Navy appears to be 
the worst bill-payer in the federal 
government. In its Vendor 
Payment Guide, the Navy says 'if 
you have not received payment 
shortly after the 30 days have 
elapsed from the acceptance date, 
don't panic. The check is in the 
mail.' 

"It is amusing to hear the Navy 
use this old line, but the sad truth 
is that all too often, the check is 
not in the mail-it is nowhere to 
be seen," Trible said. 

Trible noted that agencies of- 
ten prevent the 30-day payment 
clock from running by delaying 
acceptance or invoice cer- 
tification. Frequently, invoices 
are lost by the government and 



contractors are required to make 
multiple submissions. 

Once the clock begins to run, 
agencies routinely withhold 
payments until the grace period. 
Finally, although often many 
months pass before payment, 
agencies refuse to pay interest- 
often taking early payment 
discounts, even though the 
discount period has long expired. 

"These activities violate the 
letter and the spirit of the law and 
impose a heavy burden on the 
small business community which 
is the foundation of our free en- 
terprise system and a principal 
provider of goods and services to 
the federal government. 

"It's time to put more twth in- 
to the law so that all federal 
agencies know they must pay 
their bills in a timely manner," 
Trible said.

enacting the recovery fee. He said 
he expected more discussion on 
the proposition and felt that one 
weekend wasn't sufficient for 

studying the proposed ordinance. 

He said that builders have been 
told they will be issued no permits 
unless they agreed to pay the fees 
when they were enacted. 

Guy questioned the legality of 
this procedure and underscored 
such a directive as coming from 
the "greatest power on someone's 
part of a "secret vote of Coun- 
cil." 

Money was needed and 
whether the proposal is fair or 
just or reasonable was no concern 
to council, Guy said. The or- 
dinance will probably be the most 
popular ever because the people 
now living in the other 49 states 
who will be paying the fee are not 
here. The tax is looked on as a tax 
on builders and developers and 
"will be supported by some who 
will be running for City Council 
soon." Guy added that just 
because "negative" people like 
the' ordinance does not mean it 
should be adopted. 

The added cost per home, he 
said, will be reflected in the in- 
surance, the interest, warranty 
and loan fees. "This kind of im- 
pact is an extremely serious mat- 
ter," he said. "The one-time 
charge scares me; people will not 
understand what is being 
done... As soon as it goes into ef- 
fect, those who now own homes 
and apartments will have a win- 
dfall." They will reap an im- 
mediate equity. As the cost of 
new construction goes up, the 
value of old construction also will 
go up. 

The Federal Government en- 
courages home ownership with its 
real estate tax deduction, he ad- 
ded. Therefore, an increase in the 
real estate taxes would result in a 
much lower tax per structure.

Guy asked for specifics -- on 
the city's authority and how the 
piroposal deals with equal protec- 
tion requirements of the law. 

As for exemptions for the 
elderly, handicapped, and people 
living in target (low-income areas 
qualifying for Community 
Development funds), he said the 
burden should fall on all tax- 
payers, not only the newcomers. 

City Council also called a 
special meeting to consider a 
request of Al Etheridge, an at- 
torney and landowner, who 
asked that his client's project be 
exempted from the ordinance, 
retroactive to Dec. 9. With the 
deferral, the ordinance if ap- 
proved would be retroactive to 
Dec. 16. 

Etheridge said that his client 
would come under the ordinance 
because a building permit has not 
been issued. Although plans were 
submitted the first week of 
November. « 

He asked that a provision be 
included exempting projects for 
which a building permit had been 
applied before the retroactive 
date. The purpose of the 
provision was to prevent "a herd 
of people to come down for 
building permits" before the law 
goes into effect. His client's 
project is not in that category, 
and already $28 million in In- 
dustrial Development Revenue 
Bonds have been committed to 
the project. The provision was 
unfair in his circumstances, he 
added. 

Council asked the city staff to 
get information on the 
ramifications of Etheridge's 
request including information on 
the number of other applicants 
that would be affected. 

Ronald E. Morrison, a realtor, 
charged that neither Council nor 
the citizens had adequate time to 
determine the impact of the or- 
dinance. He offered some 
negative aspects of the proposal. 
He said that the higher cost per 
house would result in pur- 
chasers buying homes of lesser 
quality, owners of undeveloped 
acreage would have the net worth 
of their property reduced as 
builders and developers try to 
force land owners to accept less, 
higher costs will be transferred 
from the purchaser, a doctor, 
perhaps, to his patient and the 
wealth of property owners in 
other municipalities of Tidewater 
will be enhanced. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said thai he did not think anyone 
wanted to argue the great equity 
of the proposal. It was a case of 



necessity. "We have to get 
water." 

At some point, Jones said, 
"you're going to have to come up 
with an arbitrary slicing of the 
pie." He said the recovery fee 
was "not fair, but the fairest of 
the unfair." 

Mayor Harold Heischober dif- 
fered with the speakers who said 
the action was considered 
prematurely. He said that eight 
members were present at the 
executive session last Monday 
and that only one was comfor- 
table with having the matter on 
he agenda this week. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings, 
Jr. said that he did not think the 
measure was just or fair and did 
believe that it is discriminatory 
and arbitrary. It does not give 
people equal protection and said 
that the real estate tax increase is 
more equitable. He also wanted 
more consideration to be con- 
sidered on the real estate transfer 
tax. 

Morrison had also suggested 
that if the five percent increase in 
water rates would pay for almost 
half the Lake Gaston bill then a 
10 percent increase would pay for 
all, coming to an average of $16 
per year per household. 

However, City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck said 
that while the average annual in- 
crease over the payment period 
would be 5.3 percent. Some years 
the percentage would be higher. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
said that she wished there were 
some way "we could address this 
in another way." The problem is 
22 years in the making, since the 
city was formed, and because the 
city "has let things happen", it 
hasn't taken action when it 
should. "The solution may not 



be as fair or as great as all of us 
would like it to be," she said, but 
Council has spend the better part 
of the last two or three years 
making a plan to solve the water 
problem. She said she preferred 
to go ahead and take action, or 
"we'll all be without water." 

Heischober said that revenues 
may come from taxes yet 
unknown and that the General 
Assembly may help with 
legislation to make a transfer fee 
acceptable. None of the solutions 
will be as equitable as we would 
like them to be and the proposal 
is to raise 51 percent of the 
needed funds from new construc- 
tion and 49 percent from all 
water uses. He would like to see 
unanimity on the decision. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that Council will not 
be popular no matter how the job 
is done. There is no political good 
way, but that the proposal is as 
palatable as any, and "we have to 
move along," she said. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that he hated to have Coun* 
cil take any hasty action that 
would cause a rift and said the 
deferment was well worth the 
time. 

"Today is the best day," to 
take action, Councilwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf differed, but 
was defeated in her motion for 
approval of the ordinance by a 8- 
3 vote, with others in favor in- 
cluding Henley, and McClanan. 

Council, then approved the 
deferral by a vote of 8-3 with 
Henley, McClanan and Ober- 
ndorf dissenting. 

The ordinance also repeals the 
existing water resource impact 
fees, and the existing developer 
water line fees, and reduces the 
existing city line fees.

and where these programs are carried out and who 
governs the charity. It will also show how much of 
each dollar is spent on the charity's programs and 
how much is spent on fund raising and ad- 
ministrative costs. 

Compare the charity's income to its expense. 
Generally the council recommends that at least half 
of the charity's total income and half of the public 
contributions should be spent on programs. It also 
recommends tghat no more than 35 percent of con- 
tributions be spent on fund raising. 

Remember it is more blessed to ^Ve than to 
receive, but do so wjsely.— CM.

Make a hst before shopping 
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In order to benefit from sales 
when Christmas shopping, 
Virginia Beach residents should 
plan ahead, said Elaine B. Scott, 
Virginia Tech Extension 
specialist in financial 
management. 

Begin with a list. Write down 
all of the individuals for whom 
you are planning to purchase gif- 
ts. Then decide a money range 
(maximum and minimum 
amount) that is acceptable for 
each person. 

"Before you go any further, 
add up all the minimum amounts 
to be sure that the total is within 
your budget and that you have 
some left over for flexibility," 
Scott said. 

Next to each person's name 
and amount, write down some 
presents that are appropriate. Be 
sure that the item considered is 



within the price range specified. 
Try to have two or three alter- 
natives for each person. 

Now group the possible gift 
items into categories that wiU 
permit you shopping fdr similar 
items in the same store and to 
progress from one shop to the 
next without having to 
backtrack. 

Check the advertisement to see 
if the items sought are on sale. If 
there is a sale, ask if the item can 
be returned. For nonreturnable 
items, be certain that it will fit 
and be usable, or do not buy it. 

Keep the sales receipts. One 
method is to use letter size en- 
velopes, one envelope for each 
gift receiver. Write the person's 



name on the outside of the en- 
velope. When taking the tags off 
the items, place them in the en- 
velope along with the sales 
receipt. If more than one item is 
on a sales receipt, then write on 
the back what items the receipt 
represents and keep this receipt in 
a special envelope. 

There are always some in- 
dividuals for whom it is difficult 
to find the perfect gift. For them, 
consider a flexible gift such as a 
gift certificate. The receiver can 
choose a gift after Christmas and 
may even find that special item 
on sale. 

Christmas shopping should be 
planned just like shopping for 
everyday items. Then the shopper 
can enjoy the season, too.

Way cleared 
for regional 
shopping center 

Recent rezoning approvals have 
cleared the way for the develop- 
ment of a regional community 
shopping center at the comer of 
Princess Anne and Baxter Roads 
in the Kempsville Borough . 

Residents told Council that 
they had enough shopping cen- 
ters in the area and feared that 
the increased traffic would im- 
pact already hard hit roads. 

Robert M. Stanton was gran- 
ted the change of zoning from R- 
5 Residential District to B-2 
Community-Business District on 
a 5.419 acre parcel on the south 
side of Baxter Road, east of 
Princess Anne Road. 

He was also granted a rezoning 
from 0-1 Office District to B-2 
Community Business District on 
a 1 .767 acre parcel in the center 
of the parcel. 

A Farm Fresh Supermarket 
will be located on the site. 

Gene Walters, president of 
Fariii Fresh, pointed out that the 
store would actually ease 
congestion because residents 
would not have to use the roads 
to go elsewhere to shop. 

Ray Birdsong said, however, 
that the roads are so congested 
now that residents run the risk of 
lUrving to death "unless you can' 
walk to a grocery store." He said 
the community has enough 
stores, fast food restaurants and 
similar establishments to serve 
the State of Delaware. He said 
the residents are already 
prisoners in their own neigh- 
borhoods. 

Residents asked, at least, for a 
left-turn lane to the shopping 
center, which was included as a 
condition of the rezoning. 

Long meetings have become 
such a problem for Virginia 
Beach City Council that Council 
members spent at least a half 
hour at the end of a grueling 
meeting day to discuss ways of 
shortening them. 

Possible improvement which 
will be tried out is the scheduling 
of planning items over four 
rather than the cunent three 
meetings. At present planning 
items are not scheduled for the 
first meeting of the month 
because of the time needed to ad- 
vertise the public hearings 
following consideration of the 
applications by the Planning 
commission on the second Thur- 
sday of the month. 

Couflcil's plan is to schedule 
applications forwarded by the 
Planning Commission one month 
on the second, third and fourth 
Mondays of the following month 
and the first Monday of the mon- 
th after that. 

The agenda included 20 
planning items, not counting five 
items which were on the plaiming 
consent agenda. One of the con- 
sent agenda items was subsequen- 
tly removed for discussion. 

Making Council's problem 
worse was the failure of appliants 
to have the required legal 
agreements with the application 
available for Council's study 
ahead of time. Council is often 
beset with sheaves of documents 
in addition to hefty agenda 
package while the meeting is 
going on. 

Council plans to crack down 
on the last minute offerings by 
refusing to consider any ap- 
plicants where agreements are not 
receiv«i in the City Attorney's 
office and by council members in 
the prescribed time. 

Confusion arising from these 
situations often results in deferral 
of the matter after time has 
already been snent on the 
question, which leads to another 
problem-deferrals which inflate 
later agenda.

Lynnhaven 
Task Force 
makes requests 

The Lynnhaven River Water 
Quality Task Force in a report 
released to City Council recently 
requested a study by a private 
consultant of the feasibility of 
creating a navigable canal linking 
the Lynnhaven and Rudee basins. 

Also requested are a com- 
prehensive shoreline survey from 
the State Health Department, in- 
clusion of the Lynnhaven in the 
Commonwealth's Chesapeake 
Bay Initiatives, reports from the 
city on continued maintenance of 
drainage systems, increased street 
sweeping, erosion and sediment 
control enforcement, and septic 
tank inspections. 

LRWQ recommended 
dredging the Eastern Branch, a 
public education program aimed 
at promoting public support for 
and participation in the Lyn- 
nhaven cleanup efforts and a 
request to establish a locally 
directed and coordinated 
program of data base creation 
and maintenance. They want to 
see the establishment of a 
training program for city person- 
nel involved in development 
review, development of a 
program of sub-basin iden- 
tificaion and prioritization 
schedule for retro-fitting Best 
Management Practices into 
existing developments. 

Support of stronger controls 
over land disturbing activities to 
reduce sedimentation. The 
development of a schedule with 
the goal of full municipal 
sewerage service for the Lyn- 
nhaven watershed. 

Also the task force also would 
like an investigation of oyster 
depuration using the Lynnhaven 
as the test basin and additional 
water quality and runoff 
monitoring in conjunction with 
the Hampton Roads Water 
Quality Agency. A feasibility 
study of the installation of high- 
profile navigation jetties at the 
Lynnhaven inlet as recommended 
in a report entitled "Patterns of 
Sedimentation at the Entrance to 
Lynnhaven Inlet and the Ad- 
jacent Shores" prepared for the 
Ocean Park Property Owners 
Association by Dr. George F. 
Oertel.

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Ban cop killer bullets 



Legislation outlawing public access to "cop 
killer" bullets has been overwhelmingly approved 
by the House of Representatives. These bullets can 
pierce armored vests. 

Members of the House have called this the 
biggest legislative victory for law enforcement in 
years. 

The legislation would ban the manufacture, im- 
portation and sale of armor-piercing bullets except 
for police and military use, export or government 
approved testing. 

Anyone caught possessing such bullets in the 
commission of a violent crime would face a man- 
datory five-year prison term . 

Opponents of the legislation contend that the 
best way to protect police officers was to require 
death sentences for their killers. 

Mandatory death sentences for cop killers would 
protect police officers. But so docs the ban of these 
bullets. 

Taking the bullets out of the hands of potential 
criminals should reduce the potential for fatal 
shootings of police officers. 

The Senate is expected to consider a similar bill 
soon. 

But while the House would bar sales of all 
existing "super bullets," the senate le^slation 
would prohibit selling only those bullets manufac- 
tured after the bill became law. 

This clause appears to defeat the purpose. 

If the concept of the legislation is to afford law 
enforcement officials more safety by removing 
these deadly bullets from the streets, why delay 
their departure? 

It is important to let the Senators know that this 
legislation is important to the dtizens. Also that the 
bullets should be banned completely. 

By expressing concerns to Senators, legislation 
can be passed that will increase the safety of law en- 
forcement officers in Virginia Beach and elsewhere, 
as they attempt to maintain our safety.— C.M.

In addition, beginning in 1985, 
the Department of Defense set 
aside an annual day to honor 
military wives, not for their con- 
tribution as wives and mothers, 
but for "their direct contribution 
to the military mission of the 
United States." That should set- 
tle the matter for all but the most 
diehard male chauvinist. 

I do indeed agree with those 
who say that taxpayers do not 
want, desire, wish, intend or ap- 
prove of giving to anyone lifelong 
financial, medical or other 
benefits based solely on a 
marriage ceremony. But that is 
exactly what the present syston 
still does. 

The best example of this is the 
military medical health care 
system. It has been alsmost 
ruined by the approximate three 
to four million freeloaders who 
have been given "lifetime" 
military medical care (or at least 
as long as the military marria^ 
lasts). 

Military medicine now is at the 
point where previously secret 
classified reports state that we 
could not respond to the needs of 
the military with adequate 
medical care should there be a 
war. In other words, the United 
States could actually lose a war 



because of this "give-away-on- 
the-basis-of-a-marriage-cenifi- 
cate" system. 

To remind the public, these 
freeloaders are as follows: 

• Women to whom military 
members had been married for 
fewer than 10 years of active-duty 
senice before retirement. 

• Women married aftCT retir- 
ment who never served a day as 
military wives. 

•Children of these post- 
retirement wives by previous 
marriages who are usually 
receiving court-ordered support 
from their natural fathers. 

• Parents of these post- 
retirement wives if the service 
member declares them "depen- 
dents." 

Recently, President Reagan 
proposed sending Medicare 
recipients to private insurers at a 
cost to the government (taxpayer) 
of $200 per month in order to 
save taxpayer dollars. Now if it 
costs $200 per month for 
Medicare recipients, the cost for 
military medicine can't be far 
behind. 

Let's be conservative and 
assume that there are only three 
million "dependents" in the 
freeloader category. If we 
multiply that number times 
S2,400 per year, that means that 
the public is helping pay the 
divorce bill for military members 
to the tune of $7 billion per year. 

Remember what Senator 
IXrksen said: "You spend a 
billion here and you spend a 
billion there, and pretty soon 
you're talking about real 
money." 

There is a debate now going on 
in Congr^s about whether to 
finance Star Wars research since 
the projected cost in 1986 will be 



five billion dollars. I hose who 
oppose it say we just can't afford 
the taxpayer dollars. 

The public should be aware 
that if it didn't have to subsidize 
divorce for retired military mem- 
bers (thanks to Congressional 
largesse), it could fmance Star 
Wars research for about 18 mon- 
ths with the money saved each 
year. 

Now I believe if you ask any 
taxpayer whether he would rather 
spend tax dollars for a system of 
defense that might keep him (as 
well as the rest of us) from being 
blown up in a nuclear war, as 
opposed to paying for military 
medicine for freeloaders, I 
believe even be would opt for 
research that might make him 
and all of us more secure. 

In order not to be too hard on 
Congress, the present system of 
removing long-serving military 
wives from the military health 
care rolls, in or<kr to make room 
for their successors, evolved over 
a period of years when the divor- 
ce rate was very low and few 
people noticed the small number 
of long serving military wives 
who were ^r^ously cheated 
thereby. The divorced military 
wives were weak and without 
political clout. The military 
member, who liked the "throw- 
away military wife" system, were 
strong and powerful. 

But with the whopping rise in 
military divorce, military wives 
have raised their voice in op- 
position to such a callous system. 
We are slowly making the public 
aware of what the aid result is of 
giving away tax money on the 
basis of a marriage ceremony as 
opposed to service to the coimtry.

Super powers must reduce risks

nuclear technology, the in-

past due-for the two Super- 
powers to assume a greater 
responsibility for taking steps to 
reduce the risk of a confrontation 
arising from accidents, 
miscalculation, theft, or third 
party extortion.

The leaders of both the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
agreed in the "Joint Sutemait" 
of the Geneva Summit to instruct 
experts to study the establishment 
or risk reduction centers, and • 

President Reagan stated upon his 
return in his address to a joint 
session of Congress: "We agreed 
to begin work on risk reduction 
centers, a decision that should 
give special satisfaction to 
Senators Nunn and Warner, who 
so ably promoted this idea." 

The concept of these "risk 
reduction centers" has been un- 
der study for several years by the 
two Senators, together with a 
group of distinguished experts: 
Barry Blechman, General 
Richard Ellis, William Hyland. 
Admiral Bobby Iiunan, formCT 
Under Secretary William Pory, 
Donald Rice, Lieutenant General 
Brent Scowcroft, and former 
Secretary James Schlesinger. 

Now the challenge to translate 
this group's ideas into a fim- 
ctioning system rests on the two 
governments. Negotiations will 
get underway in 1986 and, if the 
goal is reached, history will judge 
this work to have been one of the 
most significant achievements of 
the Geneva summit. 



The origins of this concept date 
back to tlK early 19ms. when 
OHTespondaice with the Stnlegic 
Air Command establislwd that 
ndtba the U.S. ow the U.S3.R. 
would likely be able to deter- 
mine who lud attacked than if a 
s(riitary nuclear device detonated 
in one of their cities. 

Jointed by mir late colleague. 
Senator Henry "Scoop" 
Jackson, we introduced 
l^islation ut 1982 requiring the 
Defoise Department to evaluate 
a number of suggested measures 
that addressed this and other ac- 
cidental nuclear war scenarios. 

Some of our suggestions, in- 
cluding upgrading existing com- 
munications links with Moscow- 
the "Hotlinc"-were accepted; 
however, the Administration 
remained cool to the idea of risk 
reduction centers. 

Seeking expert advice on this 
proposal, an expert group was 
formed representing some of the 
best and most experienrad minds 
our country has. to further 
develop the concept. 

In issuing its report in 1^3, the 
group disagreed with the Ad- 
ministration's decision not to 
embrace the risk reduction center 
idea, saying that there are 
"crucial political aspects" to 
preventing crises which can only 
be addressed through the 
"designation of particular 
representatives and facilities in 
both nations that would be 
assigned specific responsibilities 
for preventing a nuclear crisis". 

Last year, I introduced a 
resolution incorporating the 
TKommendations of the group 
and urged the President to 
propose to the Soviet Union the 
establishment of these centos. In 
June 1984, this recommoidation 
was end«}rsed by the Soiate in a 
82-0 vote. Afto- months of inten- 
sive consultations with the Ad- 



ministration, we were able to 
reach agreemoit with the White 
House on Augi^ 26 on a specific 
concept for the initial establish- 
ment and (q)eration of the cen- 
ters. One week latCT, we outlined 
this conc^ to Genoal Secretary 
Gorbachev in a merting in the 
Kronlin. His reacti<» was one of 
serious interest. 

What Congress has in mi^d are 
two centers, one in Washington 
and the oUict in Moscow, that 
would keep a 24-hour watch on 
vents that could lead to nudear 
incidents. The centers would be 
linked with modern com- 
munications equipment 
equivalent to that now being in- 
stalled under the Hotline ui^rade 
agreonent. 

There would be no joint 
U.S./Soviet manning of the cot- 
ters in the initial phase of 
operations, but designated liaison 
officers from each embassy 
should be given restricted access 
to the centCTS under controlled 
escort on a regular basis. 

The nati(»ial staffs of each cen- 
ter wmld be oompratA of ap- 
propriate diplomatic, military 
and intelligence personnel and, in 
the case of the U.S. crater, Ubit 
facility would be run by an am- 
basador-level offidal who woidd 
report to the President through 
the National Security CouncU. 

The principal rote of the cen- 
ters would be crisis |n-evention, 
not oisis managqaent. Woe the 
superpowen to find themsdves in 
a dangerous confrontation, 
existing mechanisms, including 
the Hotline and the crisis 
managcmqit team whidi Vice 
President Bush heads, would all 
come into play.

Books pronzini joins anthology baiidwagon

Bill Pronzini, prolific author 
of mysteries and detective stories, 
and creator of the "Nameless 
Detective. " has joined the theme 
anthology bandwagon, editing 
numerous collections of short 
stories related by a single theme- 
usus^ly protagonist, setting, or 
genre> 

I, for one, am certainly not 
complaining, because Pronzini 
and his editorial collaborators 
(often Marcia Mullet, creator of 
Sharon McCone, or Martin 
Harry Greenberg) are providing 
access to many seldom-printed, 
though exciting, short stories of 
mystery and suspense. 

Pronzini includes stories by 
both familiar and less well- 
known authors. I usually finish 
an anthology with a list of new 
authors or titles to add to my 
"Must Read" list. He often in- 
troduces each book, with an 
essay about the theme, including 
the titles of notable novels. 

The introduction for Dark 
Lessons: Crime and Detection on 
Campus, for example, lauds the 
work of Amanda Cross, whose 
professor-sleuth Kate Pansier

Dark Lessons are taught in 
short stories by Edward D. Hoch, 
Cornell Wollrich, and Stanley 
Ellin. 

Edgar Allan Poe's "William 
Wilson" is a suspense story about 
two competing schoolboys who 
bear the same name. Since it's a 
Poe story, you know the com- 
petition is not resolved by 
shaking hands and agreeing to be 
friends! 

Montague Egg, Dorothy 
Sayers' wine salesman-sleuth, 
finds lessons fromthe Salesman's 
Handbook useful in solving the 
murder of an Oxford Master. 

Nearly every work of scholar- 
ship about the mystery or science 
fiction genres mentions Anthony 
Boucher, but his novels and short 
stories are almost all out-of- 
print. 

Pronzini includes in Dark 
Lessons the tantalizing Boucher 
story "A Matter of Scholar- 
ship," a crime story complete in 
only two pages. 

The settings in The Deadly Ar- 
ts range from fine arts, such as 
ballet, theater, music, and pain- 
ting, through the popular arts- 
cartooning and film-to more un- 
conventional arts, like vaudeville, 
taxi dancing, and a magic show. 

The settings alone are so in- 
teresting that this is (so far!) my 
favorite Pronzini anthology. 

Stanley Ellin's "The Twelfth 
Statue, " set in Italy on the set of 
the film "Emperor of Lust, " is a 
tale of honor and determination 
told in Ellin's almost-hard-boiled 
style. It's also a variation on the 
classic locked-room puzzle. 

Narcotics smuggling, a code 
using books, mid the Library of 
Congress ar all elements in the 
puzzling "Mystery at the Library 
of Congress" by Ellery Queen. 
This story, along with stories by 
Shriley Jackson and August 
Derlrth are part of Chapter & 
Hearse: Suspense Stories About 



the World of Books. The solution 
to many of these stories seems to 
rely on esoteric bibliographic in- 
formation, but the authors play 
fair at the end and explain the 
puzzles fully. 

Detectives rather than setting 
are featured in The Ethnic Detec- 
tives: Masterpieces of Mystery 
Fiction. Pronzini has chosen 
sleuths from long-established 
series, such as Simenon's 
Maigret, Robert Van Gulik's 
Judge Dee, and H. R. F. 
Keating's Inspector Ghote. 

The French Inspector Maigret 
and Indian Inspector Ghote are 
modern detectives, while the 
Chinese Judge Dee is based on a 
real Chinese magistrate who lived 
during the Seventh Century. 

Modern Navajo policeman Jim 
Chee solves mysteries on the 



reservation in Tony Hillerman's 
"The Witch. Yazzie, and the 
Nine of Clubs. " In this story, as 
in the novels about Chee, the 
solutions depend both on Chee's 
knowledge of traditional lore and 
modern police methods. 

Pronzini has edied more than 
thirty theme anthologies since 
1980. Dark Lessons, The Deadly 
Arts, Chapter & Hearse, and The 
Ethnic Detectives are only a sam- 
ple of the mystery and suspense 
anthologies. Horror story fans 
may enjoy Masques, Mummy!. 
or Specter! Fans of the Western 
story may choose The Reel West 
The Western Hall of Fame, or 
She Won the West. Whatever the 
subject, Pronzini's theme an- 
thologies are notable for their 
high-quality rarely anthologized 
stories. 
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Fight over Old Dominion 
Parkway may be over 

The fight over Old Dominion 
Parkway may be over. Con- 
sultant Robert Longfield agreed 
to drop the controversial road- 
way from his highway plan af- 
ter protests from residents. 

Longfield's preliminary 
report, presented recently to 
City Council, recommended 28 
major road projects to solve the 
city's traffic problems. 

One of these projects was a 
portion of the controversial Old 
Dominion Parkway. His 
recommendation was to build 
Old Dominion as a four-lane 
street between Little Neck Road 
and Independence Boulevard, 
to provide better access to the 
Little Neck peninsula. 

Little Neck residents strongly 
opposed the Old Dominion 
plan. More than 400 people, 
many of them from Little Neck, 
attended a public hearing last 
week to criticize Longfield's 
report. 

As originally conceived in the 
1970s, Old Dominion was to 
have run from the Oceanfront 
[to the city's western limits. 
Twice in the past six years (in 



1979 and again in 1983) City 
Council has voted against the 
parkway.

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Caring for poinsettias 



The brightness of the well- 
cared-for poin^ettia can extend 
the colors of the holiday season 
for several weeks. With proper 
care, poinsettias will look good 
for a month to six weeks. 

"Select the poinsettia 
carefully," said Paul L. Smeal, 
Virginia Tech Extension hor- 
ticulturist. He warns Virginia 
Beach residents to beware of 
those plants in which the true 
flowers, the small yellow flowers 
in the center, have dropped off. 
This is a sign of over-maturity 
and the plant will not last long in 
the home. 

Protect it from bruising and 
chilling. Sudden drops in tem- 
perature to 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
or below are likely to cause the 
leayes to wilt and the bracts (the 
showy red, white or pink leaves) 
to drop. 

The proper temperature for the 
plants is between 70 and 75 
degrees Fahrenheit, and not less 
than 60 degrees Fahrenheit at 
night. Avoid placing the plants 
near windows if there is any 
danger of chilling. Avoid placing 
poinsettias near heat outlets and 
avoid drafty locations because 
drafts can increase water loss that 
causes leaves to drop sooner. 

Correct watering is essential. 
The plant will not stand over - or 
underwatering. 

When the soil appears light in 



color or feels dry when touched, 
it should be watered thoroughly. 

If the pot is wrapped with 
decorative metal or plastic foil 
which covers the bjttom of the 
pot, punch a hole in the bottom 
to allow excess water to drain 
away. If excess water docs not 
drain away it will drive the air 
from the soil which causes the 
roots to die from lack of oxygen. 
Check the plant daily. 

Display the poinsettia where it 
will receive the most sunlight. A 
window that faces south, east, or 
west is more desirable than one 
, facing north. 

Approximately one month to 
six weeks after the main poinset- 
ta-selling season, the leaves will 
fall and it will go into its dormant 
period. , 

Those home gardeners who 
want to keep the plant should 
gradually reduce the amount of 
water until it gets only enough to 
keep the stem from shriveling. 
Place It in a cool location, where 
the temperature is about 40 to 45 
degrees Fahrewieit. 

In April cu? the stems back to 
four to six inches above the soil 
and repot the plant in a soil mix- 
ture of equal parts of sand, peat 
moss and garden soil. In the 
spring, after the last of frost, 
place the plants in the soil out- 
doors. Rotate each pot 
occasionally to break off the 
roots growing through the 
<<''^inaBf bole. 



Care of them as other plants. 

To get a low-branching plant 
for the following Christmas, 
prune back the stems to within 
four to six inches from the 
ground about July 1. Allow new 
shots to develop and as six to 
seven leaves form on these 
shoots, prune or pinch back the 
tips of the shoots, leaving four 
true leaves on each branch. To 
get flowers by Christmas, do not 
pinch after Sept. 1. 

Before frost, or when night 
temperatures drop below 60 
degrees Fahrenheit, the plant 
should be brought indoors to a 
well-lighted window. 

Poinsettias form flowers when 
nights are long. Poinsettias will 
not bloom if they are in a room 
where electric lights are used at 
night during the period when the 
flower buds are being formed. 

From Oct. 1 to Nov. 15, the 
plant should receive eight hours 
of light a day. Place it in a dark 
room at 5 p.m. and bring it back 
into sunlight at 8 a.m. If a dark 
room is not available, cover the 
plant with a cardboard box or 
other material that will keep out 
the light. 

This short-day treatment may 
be stopped after the bracts begin 
to show color, which should hap- 
pen by Thanksgiving. The plant 
should be in full bloom for 
Christmas.

Halley's comet is brightening^ 



Halley's comet is brightening. 
In fact the comet appears to have 
undergone some sort of outburst 
in recent weeks so that it has 
brightened more than expected. 
It is now visible to the naked eye 
from very dark sites, and a num- 
ber of people have reported 
seeing it without optical aid. 

Seen better with binoculars, 
the comet will be visible by 



looking south of the constellation 
Pegasus. 

Another way to find the comet 
is to measure its position in the 
sky using the width of a hand as a 
measuring guide. The distance 
across the middle of your hand 
viewed from arm's-length is 
about seven and a half degrees. 

To view the comet find a dark 
spot away from lights and find 
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the compass direction noted for 
the time and date listed below. 
Facing in the appropriate direc- 
tion, try to estimate the true 
horizon, allowing for any hills or 
trees, measure up from the 
horizon the number of han- 
dwidths for that night. Then 
point your binoculars at the ap- 
proximate point in the sky. 
Halley's comet is a fuzzy object, 
possibly with a short tail. 

If there are several clear nights 
in a row the comet's slow motion 
can be followed across the sky 
night to night. Looking between 
south and west, the comet will be 
visible on Dec. 25 at 6:30 p.m., 
five handwidths, and on Dec. 31 
at 6 p.m., five handwidths. 

Having been its closest to the 
Earth for the inward part of its 
journey in November Halley's 
comet is now getting further 
away. On Dec. 25 it will be 94.8 
million miles from the Earth and 
103.1 million miles from the sun. 
On Jan. 1, 1986 it will be 105.9 
million miles from the Earth and 
93.8 million miles from the sun. 
The comet will be closer to the 
sun than the Earth, or inside the 
Earth's path around the sun, af- 
ter Jan. 2. 

In early March, the comet will 
have emerged from behind the 
sun then on its outward leg of its 
journey and be visible above the 
southeastern horizon in the 
predawn sky.

The normal functioning joint is 
a mechanical miracle. However, 
when joints are diseased or in- 
jured, pain and deformity can 
occur.

"Although this 
type of surgery is not exiusive to 
the elderly, it is quite common 
among that age group because 
the bones become more fragile 
and are more prone to suffer 
from degenerative arthritis." 

Althooigh arthritis affects 
people of all ages, it is most 
characteristitic of the elderly. 
Degenerative arthritis is a disease 
in which the cartilage over the 
ends nf the bone is destroyed and

smooth manner. By implanting 
an artificial joint, mobility is 
restored. 

Waddell said the most com- 
monly replaced joint among the 
elderly is the hip joint. The 
surgical procedure entails 
removing the head of the femur 
(thigh bone) and hip socket and 
replacing it with an artificial 
prosthesis. A prothesis is an ar- 
tificial part which replaces a 
natural part of the body. 

Other common causes for joint 
replacements are fractures, in 
which the bone is curshed; a 
vascular necrosis of the joint, a 
condition in which the blood 
supply has been cut off to the 
bone and the bone dies; and other 
injurires or infections that 
destroy a joint. 

New developments in the field 
are making the operation much 
more common and are reducing 
the already low number of com- 
plications associated with the 
surgery. 

"The newest technology is the 
development of a cementless 
prosthesis," he said. "These new 
artificial joints have a more tex- 
tured surface, allowing them to 
grow into the bones and become 
more permanently implanted. 
There is less chance of slippage." 

The procedure takes anywhere 
from two to four hours to com- 
plete, and patients can expect a 
recovery period of about ten 
days. However, the recovery 
period can be greatly enhanced 
by educating the patient before 
surgery.

Statistic indicate decrease in 
sales and marketing employment 



Recent national statistics in- 
dicated that sales ahd 
marketing employment in 
Virginia Beach will decrease 
during the first half of 1986 i n 
comparison to the last half of 
1985. 

The survey, conducted by 
Sales Consultants Inter- 
national, a search firm of sales 
and marketing professiotuds, 
asked over 1100 executives in 
companies across the country to 
project their hiring {dans for the 
next six months. 

A total of 46.1 percent of 
those surveyed in the South 
Atlantic region indicated they 
were planning to expand their 
sales and marketing staffs 
during the next six months. 
Another 37.1 percent in the 
region said they would maintain 
present staff levels and 14.6 
percent planned staff reduc- 
tions. 

This is a 21.1 point decrease 
from the last six months for 
staff additions and a 1 1 .2 point 
increase among those who 
planned to reduce staffs. 

By comparison, 40.7 percent 
of those polled throughout the 
country were planning to in- 
crease staff size; 49.1 percent 
said they would maintain staff 
size; and 9.9 percent indicated 
possible staff reductions . 

Frank Latham of Sales Con- 
sultants in Virginia Beach, 
commented that the results 
^were to be expected after last 
survey's phenomenal hiring 
projections. 

"It only seems prudent that 
after increased projections of 
67 percent, there should' he t 
st»hii<7!4tioii and leveling off. 



"Latham said. "When looking 
at the increase and maintaining 
numbers in concert, we still see 
a very strong 93.2 percent em- 
I^oyment rate for this region. 
Overall, the market looks very 
healthy." 

Sales Consultants asked the 
question: Does your company 
offer a 401K savings plan, or do 
Uiey plan to offer it? 

In the South Atlantic area, 
30.3 percent indicated yes, they 
did offer a 401K savings plan, 
while 68.5 percent said no, and 
1 . 1 percent had no comment . 

Additionally, 11.5 percent 
are planning to offer this plan 
in the future while 67.2 percent 
said they didn't have plans to 
do so, and 21.3 percent did not 
know. 

These numbers compare to 
the national average of 44.2 
percent who have the plan and 
55.3 percent who don't. Also, 
those who plan to add the 40 IK 
represented 19.2 percent, those 
who didn't plan to add it com- 
prised 70.8 percent, and those 
who were uncertain amounted 
to 10 percent. 

In analyzing these results, 
Latham said: "These numbers 
are not surprising because this » 
401K savings plan is relatively 
new. I feel th« as more com- 
panies become aware of how it 
may work within their firms, it 
will gain more acceptance."

This is the time that the cutting 
equipment must be cleaned and 
repaired, according to Kay, who 
manages the farm. He took over 
operations last year from his 
father, Tom. 

When mid-March rolls around, 
it is time to start planting the 
seedlings, Kay said. They plant 
2,000 to 3,000 seedlings each 
season. Those that live will be 
ready for cutting as Christmas 
trees in approximately six years. 

"Maybe about 50 percent of 
the seedlings we plant will live," 
Kay said. "Some die simply 
because they don't have the will 
to live. Others succumb to bugs, 
bad weather or are accidentally 
cut down." 

The seedlings, which are bet- 
ween six and 12-inches tall when 
planted, will grow about one-foot 
each year. Because the turnover 
in trees doesn't always meet the 
demand, Kay is experimenting 
with some faster erowine trees. 

"Growth time can also vary 



.\vi»h individual trees," he said. 
"I have some four-year-old trees 
that are eight-feet -tall, then again 
I have some eight-year-old trees 
that are only four-feet-tall." 

Byt the time all of the seedlings 
are planted spring is in full swing. 
It is time to begin cutting the 
grass and fighting weeds. This 
job will continue on into Novem- 
ber. 

"I have some weeks here that if 
I didn't cut 'em, would be 10- 
feet-tall come July," Kay said, 
"if I could get the trees to grow 
as fast as the weeds grow around 
here, I'd really be in business." 
Grass mowed daily 

Mowing the grass is a daily 
project, which consumes about 
four or five hours. It must be 
done carefully so that none of 
seedlings are cut down. Tim 
estimated that about 50 seedlings 
were lost to mowing last year. 

In mid-June all 10,000 trees 
must be sheared. Each tree must 
be shaped on a 60-degree angle, 
he explained. Some trees, like 
Virginia Pines, must be sheared 
twice a year.

"If the trees aren't shaped they 
will look like pines rather than 
Christmas trees," he explained. 

In April, May and June 
spraying is done for various 
pests. These include pine tip 
moths, which eat the trees' top 
needles and pine needle scale. 

In October or November they 
spray for aphids, which are pests 
that can destroy an entire tree. 
October is also the time to fer- 
tilize. It couldn't be done this 
year because of the rain. 

In November they start 
readying the farm for the annual 
Christmas visitors. And another 
year has cotne and gone. 

Christmas trees have been 
grown on the 21 -acre farm (about 
14 acres of trees) for 18 years. 
This is the Kay's sixth season as 
owners.

Agreement, which provides a 
sound foundation for further risk 
reduction arrangements, in- 
cluding the centers. Moreover, 
the sec demonstrated that it can 
contribute to progress in this area 
when it completed an under- 
Standing earlier this year on US/ 
Soviet consultations related to 
nuclear terrorism. 

There are relative advantages 
to each of these approaches and 
we look forward to working with 
the Administration in the coming 
weeks as our government for- 
mulates its negotiating position. 
Ideally, we would hope that the 
negotiations on the centers could 
be underway by early next year 
and that final agreement could be 
announced during General 
Secretary Gorbachev*s visit next 
summer. 

Like all Americans, 1 earnestly 
hope that the Geneva summit and 
yie two planned successive sum- 
mits in Washington and Moscow, 
will produce lessened tensions, 
lessened nuclear arsenals, and 
contribute to a more peaceful 
world. But so long as nuclear 
weapons remain, in any amount, 
in any location in the world, an 
■ element of risk remains . 

This realization places an ex- 
vtraorditiary premiun on 
avoiding accidental nuclear war. 
In this regard, nuclear risk reduc- 
tion centers are truly an idea 
whose time has come. 

Senator Warner, Republican 
of Virginia, is the Committee's 
second-ranking Republican and 
chairman of the Subcommittee 
on Strategic and Theater Nuclear 
Forces.

tical base of information existing 

in Moscow and Washington. The 

centers would perform this vital 

role. 

The mandate for the centers is 
to help prevent a crisis from oc- 
curring, to relay information and 
facilitate discussions intended to 
reduce the risk that a tragic 
misunderstanding could 
precipitate a crisis, a confron- 
tation. 

In this context, I am in accord 
with the Administration that the 
centers should serve as a focal 
point for all required military and 
arms control notifications (ad- 
vance notice of missile tests and 
military exercises, data ex- 
changes, reporting detonations of 
nuclear weapons tests or acciden- 
ts, etc.). 

In addition, the centers would 
function as a meeting place for 
ministerial-level visits and other 
bilateral discussions relating to 
risk reduction and confidence- 
building measures, including 
high-level military exchanges. 
One important topic of 
discussion in the centers would be 
a dialogue on each side's nuclear 
doctrine, forces and activities. 

As experience in operating the 
centers grows, I envision their 
taking on more ambitious and 
expanded roles, including joint 
planning for responding to in- 
cidents involving the use or 
threatened use of nuclear 
weapons by terrorists or other 
unauthorized parties. Other 
evolutionary refinements might 
include joint manning of each 
center and upgraded com- 
munications, such as tele- 
conferencing systems. 

The immediate task confron- 
ting the two countries is to decide 
how the neogtiations on 
establishing the centers will relate 
to the Nuclear and Space Arms 
Talks (NST) in Geneva. The joint 
statement from the summit in- 
dicated that the negotiations 
would be conducted "at the ex- 
pert level* and "taking into 
a<xount" the NST talks. There 
are several options: 

a) EstabMsh a working group 
that is a formal part of the 
Nuclear and Space Arms Talks. 
In START, the two sides 
discussed confidence-building 
measures in a special subgroup 
prior to the Soviet walkout in 
1983. A similar arrangement 
could be published in Geneva. 

b) Establish separate expert 
negotiating teams that would 
coordinate with the NST 
delegations but work more or less 
independently. 

c) Use the Standing Con- 
sultative Commission (SCC) in 
Bcneva as the negotiating forum. 
The SCC's charter includes 
r«p(Hisibility for oversedag Uie 
1971 "Accidents Measures" 



Energy shortages and high 
costs have forced many Virginia 
Beach residents alternative sour- 
ces of heating. Space heaters, oil 
and kerosene stoves, and even 
modified fireplaces are being 
used more and more to sup- 
plement permanent home heating 
systems. 

As the use of these relatively 
inexpensive but effective heating 
sources increases, so does the risk 
of fire. Residential fires cause 
more deaths and injuries than 
any other kind, these fires in- 
crease during the cold weather 
months due to the use of room 
heating devices. 

Protect against a tragic fire by 
following a few simple safety 
rules. 

Regardless of the heating sour- 
ce, the home should have a 
workmg smoke detector. Over 
half the fire deaths in this country 
each year can be prevented by the 
early warning a smoke detector 
provides. 

There are basic safety measures 
to remember when using any type 
of room or area heating device. 
Don't use fuel-burning applian- 
ces without proper ventilation to 
the outside. For example, bur- 
ning kerosene, coal, or propane 
produces deadly fumes. Never 
burn charcoal inside. Flues, ven- 
ts, and stovepipes do not provide 
enough ventilation to handle the 
amount of carbon monoxide 
fumes produced by burning char- 
coal. 

Be sure the heating device is 
clean and in good working con- 
dition. A dirty or malfunctioning 
heater is a critical fire hazard. 
Also, use the proper fuel for your 
heater; never substitute one fuel 
for another. 

There should be adequate 
space around each heater or 
stove, and the floor and nearby 
walls should be properly in- 
sulated. Surrounding surfaces 
should not become too hot to 
touch. 

Have a fire extinguisher handy 
and know hoe to use it. There are 
different types of extinguishers 
for different types of fires. 
Pressurized water/soda acid ex- 
tinguishers (Class A) are 
generally used on paper, cloth, 
wood, and rubbish fires, but are 
ineffective in fighting flammable 
liquid (Class B) or electrical 
(Class C) fires. A Class ABC ex- 
tinguisher can be used on all three 
types of fires. It is inexpensive 
and can be purchased where fire 
extinguishers are sold. 

Use a screen around stoves or 
space heaters with an open flame. 
Keep the unit away from walls, 
furniture, and other flammable 
items such as draperies, towels, 
and clothes. Nightgowns, robes, 
and blankets are easily snagged 
and ignited. Teach young 



children to stay away from 
heaters. 

Heating equipment should 
have a safety listing. VVhen 
choosing an oil or electric heater, 
look for the UL label; for a gas 
appliance, look for the AGA or 
UL label. And follow the regular 
maintenance schedule. 

There are also special safety 
tips to remember when using 
specific heating sources. All types 
of wood leave a dangerous flam- 
mable residue in the chimney 
called creosote, which can build 
up and ignite. Have your chim- 
neys cleaned each year by a 
qualified professional. 

Keep a inetal or glass screen in 
front of the fireplace; flying 
sparks and embers can start fires. 
Glass screens keep the warm air 
in the room from escaping up the 
chimney. Be sure that flammable 
fabrics or decorations don't hang 
down in front of the open flame. 
And when going to bed, be sure 
the fire is out. 

Never close the damper with 
hot ashes in the grate. Burning 
coals consume oxygen and give 
off poisonous carbon monoxide . 

Kerosene and other highly 
flammable liquids should be 
stored in metal containers outside 
the home and out of the reach of 
children. Don't overfill kerosene 
heaters. Fuel expands as it is 
used; it could overflow and 
ignite. Also, don't fill the heating 
unit while it is burning, and don't 
use flammable liquids to start or 
quicken a fire. 

Kerosene, gas, and oil heaters 
consume oxygen, so always keep 
a window open slightly for fresh 
air. 

When using electric heaters, be 
sure the wiring in your home is 
adequate. Don't overload circuits 
and outlets. Avoid using electric 
heaters in bathrooms and never 
touch one if wet. 

Most people use these sources 
of heat to supplement their 
regular central furnace system. 
Whether the central heat is coal, 
oil, gas, or electric, it's important 
to have the furnace checked 
regularly by a qualified person. 

In fact, be sure all parts of the 
system-flues, chimneys, and in- 
sulation near the furnace-are 
clean, intact, and in good con- 
dition. Leave furnace repairs to 
experts; home repairs can be 
costly in the long run and are of- 
ten dangerous. 

Keep trash and combustibles 
away from the furnace. Don't 
stofe hot ashes in the home; move 
them outside into a metal con- 
tainer immediately. 

Contact the Virginia Beach fire 
department for information on 
stalling and maintaining alter- 
native heating sources.
